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Smog Arousing Ire of Village Fathers

Smoke from fires allegedly at Frank's 


Auto Wrecking, 11606 Irving Park Rd., 
located Just east of Bensenville's corpo- 
rate limits, is getting into the eyes of 
Bensenville officials and they are an- 
noyed. 


Several weeks ago two citations were 


issued by Bensenville police to Frank 
Nitti, owner of the wrecking service, for 
"emitting into the air smoke from junk 
cars, substantially to annoy, endanger 
health and safety of persons and create 
an unsafe traffic condition on Rte. 19 (Ir- 
ving Park Road)." 


The citations were issued in regards to 


two reported fires, on July 1 and July 15, 
on Nitti's property, police said. 


"Although his property is outside the 


corporate limits, the environmental act 
gives Bensenville extra territorial rights 


to extend two miles outside the limits for 
enforcement purposes," Richard Young, 
Bensenville pollution control officer, told 
the Register Friday. 


"There are three reasons why the vil- 


lage is concerned about this problem," 
Young said. "I am concerned because 
this is a pollution violation. The police 
department is concerned because the ex- 
cessive smoke blocks traffic and the fire 
department is concerned because there 
is no fire protection equipment out 
there." 


Nitti claims the fires were accidently 


caused perhaps by a spark from an 
acetylene torch or from a careless 
smoker. 


"We have to cut the engines out of 


these cars and we must use an acetylene 
torch to do it," Nitti said Friday. "We 
take the tires off the cars, remove the 


gas tanks and pull the seats out in order 
to smash down the cars to get rid of 
them. Sometimes a spark will ignite the 
carpets or the seats in the car. If the gas 
tank is still in the car, and a fire starts, 
the workers usually run to get away 
from the fire," he added. 


"WE'RE NOT a fire department. We 


have some equipment here and we are 
going to get some more." 


Nitti said his men put out the first fire, 


but the second fire was started after ev- 
eryone had left. 


"As for the pollution concern, I'm all 


for pollution restrictions," Nitti said. "I 
want to keep the fires down. We are 
doing a service to the community by 
bringing in cars without charge. Ben- 
senville does not know what to do with 
them. I feel I am doing a service to the 
village by getting rid of these cars. 


Maybe Bensenville wants these cars on 
Main Street" 
• 


There is another problem involved 


when fires break out at the auto wreck- 
ing site. Nitti's property is located in 
Leyden Township, but there is no fire 
protection district covering this "no 
man's land," according to officials. 


The Bensenville Fire Department was 


called out to anser two calls. Village offi- 
cials called on the Chicago Fire Depart- 
ment's O'Hare Detail to answer the last 
call, out they said they would only do so 
if the smoke was obstructing O'Hare air 
traffic. 


Nitti claims he is looking into buying 


some fire equipment to fight the fires on 
his property. He said he had an "old 
tanker truck" which he hopes to keep 
filled with water and keep on hand. Nitti 


indicated the village has offered to help 
him secure water for the truck. 


In reference to repeaed village offi- 


cials charges that Nitti's property and 
property surrounding it provide an un- 
sightly entrance to Bensenville, Nitti re- 
plied "This a a car shop, not a flower 


"WE ARE NOT in the beauty business, 


but in the demolition of cars business. 
You have to take these cars someplace. I 
think I am doing a fair Job." 


Nitti is to appear in Addison Magis- 


trate's Court Aug. 4. In the meantime, 
Young said "the village, county, City of 
Chicago and the state" will be watching. 


"If they fine me $200 or $300, "Nitti 


said," I win Just lock up and leave. I will 
not take in any more can or get rid of 
them. I will Just leave this place as it 
is."

was left in operation while the store was 
closed last'Sunday.

electrical wires had fallen. Firemen 
waited until a Public service crew ar- 
rived tfr repair the wires.

Many Betttmville firemen could be out 


of • Job if the village board passes a 
proposed Fire Department ordinance 
Aug. 6. 


At Thursday night's meeting, an ordi- 


nance was introduced to the board pro- 
viding for the establishment of a village 
fin department. According to the ordi- 
nance, the chief and assistant chief 
would be appointed and would not be re- 
quired to take a civil service exam- 


All other firemen would have to meet 


Civil Service requirements which re- 
quires members to be between 21 and 36 
yean of age. 


"This could affect three-fourths of our 


men," Chief Martin Heinrich said. 


The present fire department serves a 


fire district and a rural district. The or- 
dinance would create a municipal (vil- 
lage) department. 


In other board business Thursday 


night, an ordinance was passed restrict- 
ing truck traffic on York Road between 
Grand Avenue and Memorial Street dur- 
ing construction. 


Signs were scheduled to be posted Fri- 


day limiting York Road truck traffic to 
local routes. 


LT. ARTHUR GARCIA, of the Ben- 


senville police, said police would be there 
to strictly enforce the new ordinance. 


The board waived a second reading of 


the ordinance to allow it to go into effect 
as soon as possible. It win go into effect 
after it is published in the newspapers. 


The stretch of York Road included in 


the ordinance has been a potentially dan- 
gerous road in the vfllage since construc- 
tion began, according to village officials. 


Attempts were initially made to route 


all York Road truck traffic to Rte. 89 
but state officials denied Bensenville 
could legally reroute traffic from a state 
highway. 


Gus Van Mol, ex-village president, was 


appointed by the board Thursday night to 
represent the village on the mass transit 
district, which is proposed to be formed 
along .the Milwaukee Road Elgin-Chicago 
line.

Midi Vs. Maxi? Not Here

SAIGON (t'PI) - One battle which 


has not yet reached Vietnam is that of 
the mini versus the mldiskirt. 


In fact the mini and the pantsuit are 


just beginning to hold their own with 
women of all generations despite the stiff 
competition of the traditional ao dai, a 
long dress slit to the waist on both sides 
and worn over baggy trousers. 


Because Saigon has no fashion design- 


ers, the Western styles seen here come 
from French magazines, or Vietnamese 
and foreigners who travel to Europe and 
Hong Kong 


The women who do wear Western 


clothes freely alternate them with the ao 
dai Young Vietnamese girls say the re- 
s e n t m e n t against wearing Western 
clothes Is gone and they find no con- 
tradiction in switching from one part of 
the world to another simply by changing 
clothes 


The bar girls on busy Tu do street can 


afford to follow the fashion magazines 
and wear abbreviated cocktail dresses of 
silk, crepe, and other materials, or a 
bellbottomed 
pantsuit. The shoppers 


downtown in Western attire also prefer 
the short look, but in more subdued 
styles 


All clothing in Vietnam must be tailor- 


made because there are no factories to 


mass produce it Contrary to the tradi- 
tion that Asia produces inexpensive tai- 
lored clothes, however, Saigon is an ex- 
ception. The tailors and dressmakers are 
feeling the pinch of inflation and have to 
charge in line with the war value of the 
piaster. A simply shift dress may run 
from 1200 to 1500 piasters — $10 to $12.80 
to make — while a cocktail dress will 
cost almost $20 


A PLAIN ONE piece cotton synthetic 


jumpsuit will run the customer $18 for 
the material and $26 to have it made. 


The materials are expensive because 


most of them are imported and have to 
face the Saigon government's stiff taxes. 
Advertised as being from Hong Kong, 
Thailand, Europe or Hawaii, a piece of 
material may sell as high as 1600 pias- 
ters a meter, or $13.50 for little more 
than a yard. 


Silk is the most popular cloth with the 


Vietnamese women and they wear it al- 
most exclusively. Cotton, which may 
seem more suited for the heat of Saigon, 
is not easily obtained. Ignoring the heat, 
the Vietnamese women seem to prefer 
long sleeves, high collars and slacks 


Accessories such as costume jewelry,

As now planned, the nation is to have a 


supersonic transport ready by 1978, 
Harr said. Failure to meet that deadline 
could mean a loss of $22 billion in sales, 
he said, because this country now sup- 
plies 75 per cent of the aircraft being 
built in the world. 


The nation exports about $3 billion in 


aerospace equipment annually, he said, 
and without this there would be a deficit 
in the balance of payments. 


Furthermore, he said, the govern- 


ment's investment in the controversial 
plane will produce a "handsome return." 
If it isn't developed by 1978, the country 
could lose its world lead in aircraft de- 
velopment because other nations would 
then be in their second generation trans- 
ports, he said. 


Harr dismissed the noise and pollution 


effects of the big planes. He said the only 
noise problem now is when the plane is 
on the airport runway, and he is "fully 
confident this will be corrected," 


As for pollution, he said, one super- 


sonic transport produces less pollutants 
than two cars going at 60 miles per hour. 


Sen. 
William Proxmlre, D-Wis., has 


been a vocal critic of supersonic trans- 
ports, particularly in the area of cost, 
and environmental effect. 


"We are working hard on the problem 


of cost overrun, finding ways to effec- 
tively manage these long range prob- 
lems," Harr said. "We are making prog- 
ress." 


The historic concept in development of 


transportation, Harr said, is "to save 
time." Our supersonic transport will be 
faster than the British and French mod- 
els scheduled for operation in 1972. 


"The supersonic transport shrinks the

cit a gain of 1383,004. The report also

budgeted for 1070-71 is expanded. 


Forrester calls the gain "impressive," 


and attributes it to three factors; the re- 
cent increase in state aid, the December

mizes on salaries. 


Although school board members have 


every reason to smile at this report, they 
won't have too long to sport flashy grins.

lice," the letter says. It further stated 


"when there was trouble on occa- 
and we needed the police, they 
not around. They only served us 


when they got good and ready to." 


The police department received a call 


of some damage being done at the Know 
Place and when the police officer arrived 
he was not permitted entrance into the 
building, by the "patrons" until he insist- 
ed. The police were also called there for 
drunken teenagers on the front lawn. The 
owner of the building repeatedly de- 
manded that the village do something 
about the activities going on within the 
place until finally, again, this place was 
closed. 


The Yankee Doodle is a place of busi- 


ness and is not a recreational facility. 
The owners are in business just as par- 
ents of some of the youngsters that loiter 
in the parking lot. The article also men- 
tioned the Illinois Bell Telephone Co., 
grounds. This is also private property, a 
business establishment, and not a recrea- 
tional facility. Damage has been done to 
this property. Frequently there is evi- 
dence of marijuana being smoked there. 
Illinois Bell Telephone Co., requested 
that we enforce "No Trespassing" laws. 


We have the various parks for use of 


our teens. These are the appropriate 
places to gather and are recreational fa- 
cilities. A comment to that effect was 
made by me to some youths and they 
replied that they are forced to leave at 10 
P.M. and wondered what they were sup- 


posed to do then. My reply was that if no 
further activ)f:es were available, what 
about going home? 


REFERENCE WAS made to the danc- 


es that are provided that last a mere 
"three or four hours." A dance that 
starts at seven and ends at eleven, al- 
lows one hour for stopping for refresh- 
ments and arriving home by curfew. 
How much longer can a dance last? Ad- 
mission is charged for the "local yokels" 
to entertain and the amount of money 
taken in does not permit any better tal- 
ent. The article makes much of Mayor 
Daley's sponsorship of free, all-day con- 
certs featuring big name groups with the 
explicit purpose of giving kids something 
to do. The funds available in a city of 
four million far exceeds those available 
in a community of 12 or 13,000 people. 


Last, but not least, reference was 


made to the imagination people employ 
in the buying and selling of dope. It 
would be far better for the young people 
if they would use that imagination in a 
constructive manner with its goal being 
the formulation of some youth facility. 


The girls talk about hanging out at 


Yankee Doodle and the telephone com- 
pany, park and shop and otter places. 
There is one other place they could hang 
out and it is called "HOME". I'm sure 
that there must be something useful and 
constructive that they could do there. 


You talk about "Know Place" being 


extremely successful. An adult board 
had meetings with a teen age board con- 
sisting of 21 teens. The adult board would 
be present and if they were lucky seven 
of the teen board would snow up. Plans 
were made for several events and then 
turned over to the teens to be carried 
out. Somehow or other, when they were 
asked to do things for themselves and to 
help themselves, the plans would bog 
down. 


THE GIRLS TALK of seeing drugs 


passed at Fenton High School and Black- 
hawk Junior High. They talk of us not 
helping them when they needed help — 
and by the way, were never refused. It is 
a duty of every American to help uphold 
the laws of our great land. The teens that 
want all this help from the adults and the 
police must realize that it is a two-way 
street. You have to give as well as get. 


I've lived in Bensenville since I was 11 


months old, and though we had cars to 
travel from place to place, we never 
lacked for entertainment because we 
made our own entertainment and didn't 
only rely on others to find it for us and 
give it to us on a silver platter. We we- 
ren't too ok) to meet at each others' 
homes and play games until dark and 
then to sit in the yard or on the steps of 
someone's house and discuss things until 
time for each of us to bead for our own 
homes. I have four boys from ages 14 to 
23 and our home is still like this today — 
again I ask the question: "What is wrong 
with being home?"

Church Sex-Battle Erupts

A battle over sex has erupted within 


the General Assembly of the 3.1 million- 
member United Presbyterian Church. 


Cause of the furor is a 38-page study of 


human sexuality, probably the most lib- 
eral and realistic ever issued by a major 
denomination. 


The study is the result of three years 


work by a distinguished committee of 
theologians, pastors, physicians and soci- 
ologists, commissioned by the nation's 
sixth largest denomination. 


Among other things the study: 
—Favors sex education and con- 


traceptive availability to the unmarried 
("The present opposition to making 
available contraceptives to unmarried 
persons has no demonstrable deterrent 
effect on non-marital intercourse"). 


—Affirms that neither masturbation 


nor homosexuality is sinful per se 
(" . . . St. Paul's condemnations of ho- 
mosexualism appear to suggest that he 
objected to the element of disregard for 
neighbor more than he did to acts in 
themselves. Thus prostitution does not 
call into question responsible hetero- 
sexuality.") 


—Favors artificial insemination, con- 


traception and sterilization — although 
cautioning respect for individual rights 
in cases of eugenic sterilization; and in 
the case of controlling the population ex- 
plosion preferring "mass contraceptive 
techniques which are reversible and 
which regulate rather than destroy the 
power to reproduce"). 


—Favors "abortion taken out of the 


realm of law altogether and made a mat- 
ter of careful ethical decision of a worn-

NEW YORK (UPI) - "It seems like

Christianity Today magazine warned of 
"committing spiritual suicide" while Pa- 
rade magazine suggested "moral catast- 
rophe " 


"If Salome had put a copy of this study 


beside Herod's bed," cried Florida dele- 
gate Earl Downey, "John the Baptist 
would never have lost his head!" 


The study commission, headed by the 


Rev. J. C. Wynn of Rochester Center for 
Theological Studies, observed that in the 
l i g h t of the development of con- 
traceptives: "virginity as the main pro- 
t e c t i o n against out-of-wedlock preg- 
nancies is in decline." 


"FEWER AND FEWER young people 


are willing to think of a non-virgin as a 
'fallen person'," or are "simplistically 
maintaining the standards of technical 
virginity . . . there is little medical or 
psychological evidence that pre-marital 
coital experience between persons who 
subsequently marry is necessarily dam- 
aging." 


Regarding extra-marital intercourse, 


the study observes: "We recognize that 
there may be exceptional circumstances 
(such as permanent physical or mental 
incapacity of one partner) where extra- 
marital sexual activity may not be con- 
trary to the interests of a faithful con- 
cern for the well-being of the marriage 
partner . . . But an exception is an ex- 
ception and not a new rule . . . Sexual 
fidelity is important because it both sym- 
bolizes and supports the total fidelity of 
the marriage relationship..." 


The study commission also noted: "We 


can find no systematic ethical guidance 
from a method of Biblical interpretation 
which relies solely on the laws and stor- 
ies of the Bible. We would find it intol- 
erable, for instance, to base our treat- 
ment of fortification on the death penal- 
ties imposed in Deuteronomy 22, or to 
exclude eunuchs and bastards from the 
assembly of the Lord, as prescribed in 
Deuteronomy 23." 


After a torrid, two-hour debate, the 


Presbyterian General Assembly voted 
485-289 to receive this study and to pub- 
lish and distribute it to all of the denomi- 
nation's local churches. 


IMMEDIATELY following the con- 


clusion of this long debate, scores of 
delegates left the convention floor — and 
at this point Robert Close, M. D., of Ya- 
kima, Washington, introduced an amend- 
ment to the study affirming that: 


"Adultery, 
prostitution, 
fornication 


and/or the practice of homosexuality is 
sin."

This amendment passed by only nine 


votes, with 347 delegates voting against 
it. But it did pass, and in doing so left 
the church in the peculiar position of dis- 
tributing a tract that is soft on what, by 
its own definition, is "sin."

They Annihilate Mosquitos 


by LINDA VACHATA 


Early in the morning, before dawn, a 


fleet of truck* and Jeep* roll and rumble 
out of a small commercial yard in La- 
Grange and wind their way towards 
northern DuPage County. 


At about the same time a helicopter 


lifts off from Hinsdale Airport to buzz 
Addison, Beuenvllle, Itasca, Roselle or 
Wood Dale. 


This is the daily routine of employes of 


the Clarke Outdoor Spraying Co., dedi- 
cated to annihilating the mosquito popu- 
lation of DuPage County. 


This summer has kept the Clarke crew 


especially busy, according to John 
Clarke Jr., general manager. 


"To date the season has been fairly 


bad because of heavy rains," he said. 
"We have had 10 migrations of fioodwa- 
ter mosquitos to date." 


Mosquitos go through three stages of 


development before turning into obnox- 


ious adults. Each of the pre-stages, the 
egg, larva and pupa, take place in the 
water. When the mosquitos do "become 
of age" they swarm and can travel up to 
20 miles from their birth place. 


THERE ARE TWO types of mosquitos, 


floodwater and polluted water. Floodwa- 
ter mosquitos cause about 80 per cent of 
the annoyance during the season, while 
polluted water mosquitos cause the rest 
of the slapping and itching. 


Polluted water mosquitos can poten- 


tially carry encephalitis (sleeping sick- 
ness). They breed and thrive in any body 
of stagnant water — including a rain 
barrel. 


Floodwater mosquitos lay their eggs on 


dry ground in areas that will eventually 
flood with water. When heavy rains hit 
the area, the floodwater mosquito comes 
to life. 


The whole idea of mosquito abatement 


is to strike fast and strike first.

The Clarke Co. begins their season war 


on mosquitos by spraying sewer catch 
basins and potential mosquito breeding 
hangouts during the spring. 


THE FIRM'S helicopter glides over 


marsh areas emitting deadly spray, 
deadly to mosquitos but non-toxic to ani- 
mals and plant life, Clarke said. Their 
chemicals are bio-degradable, thus don't 
pollute. 


Clarke predicts the next mirgation of 


mosquitos will converge upon the county 
Aug . 9 or 10. The "guessers" at the 
Clarke Co. have to be highly accurate in 
their predictions of migrations since time 
is an important element in mosquito 
abatement. 


On one of the walls in the Clarke of- 


fices in LaGrange hang several charts. 
They plot the time of a heavy rainfall, 
the amount of rain and mosquito migra- 
tions. It takes about two weeks for 
floodwater mosquitos to develop. Migra- 
tions can be expected about 14 days after 
a heavy rainfall. 


"If we miss by one day the mosquitos 


are right back in," Clarke said. 


The Clarke Co. crews are presently ap- 


plying another pre-hatch treatment in all 


the marshes in DuPage County for the 
floodwater mosquitos. 


"The mosquito annoyance is beginning 


to taper off from the floodwater mos- 
quito," Clarke said. "The problem devel- 
oping now is from polluted water mos- 
quitos." 


CLARKE CLAIMS the environment is 


"so much cleaner now than it was 10 
years ago when many portions of Du- 
Page contained open sewers. 


Salt Creek, a polluted water mosquito 


"Sbangri La" about 10 or 15 years ago, 
"used to be ridiculous;' because of the 
"unbelievable 
mosquito 
breeding," 


Clarke said. "Now it does not present 
much of a problem." 


Clarke attributes the recent concern 


about environmental quality for im- 
proved conditions in the county. He said 
since many villages have refrained from 
dumping sewage into Salt Creek, the pol- 
luted water mosquito problem has dimin- 
ished. 


The Clarke Co. also is contributing in 


the areawide pollution check. The main 
product they use in their spraying appli- 
cations is "Malathion." 


Malathion has a "high toxicity to mos- 


quitos including chlorinated hydrocarbon 
resistant strains and species that carry 
encephalitis or malaria; a low toxicity to 
man and animals; a lack of accumula- 
tion in soil and water and it is economic- 
al," a cyanamid company publication 
noted. 


"We must work in complete accor- 


dance with the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture and the U.S. Public Health Ser- 
vice and the Illinois Department of Pub- 
lic Health recommendations for commu-

number of years," Strle said. 


The 1970-71 budget shows a $200,0001 in- 


crease in expenditures in the educational 
fund, and salary increases account for 


$157,000 of this. 


TEACHER SALARIES comprise al- 


most 60 per cent of the total expenditures 
of the education fund, white salaries of 
all employes comprise about 73 per cent 
of the total expenditures of the fund. 


Even with salary increases, however, 


the amount of the budget designated for 
teacher salaries has risen only a fraction 
of a percentage point, Strle said. 


An increase of $10,823 has been budg- 


eted for various supplies including text- 
books, audio-visual equipment and li- 
brary items. 


Another increase of $12,500 has been 


budgeted for an improved health and 
hospttalization insurance benefit pro- 
gram for district employes. 


Of an expected $1,132,227 in 1969 tax 


revenue, the district has already re- 
ceived $689,486. 


STATE AID, HOWEVER, will be 


$40,000 less than last year. This is due to 
the system -the district follows in filing 
for state funds, Strle said. 


By the supplemental filing system the 


district estimates the average dairy at- 
tendance hi September and files a claim. 


If the attendance is higher at the end of 
the year, the state adds the difference on 
to the following year's claim. 


Last year at Lake Park the average 


daily attendance was lower than esti- 
mated in September and the amount has 
been deducted from this year's claim. 


The filing system for state aid will 


eventually be beneficial for the district, 
Strle said, because enrollments will be 
increasing due to the growth of the area.

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Homeowners Angry Over Annex Bid 


About 40 residents of the Golden Gate 


Eftatei ana irately faced Addison Park 
District commissioners Thursday night 
to protest the possible forced annexation 
of their area into the Addison Park Dis- 
trict. 


The park district surrounds Golden 


Gate Estates on four skies, and they sent 
a letter to the residents of the area warn- 
ing them that they could legally be an- 
nexed into the park district. 


The residents have presented the park 


district with a petition containing 1<2 sig- 
natures, saying that they do not want the 


annexation. Because the Addison Park 
District is separate from the village, 
they could annex the area without the 
village MHMiriin it. 


IF ANNEXED, THE residents would 


have to pay the park district tax levy of 
15.6 cents for each $100 assessed valu- 
ation of their property. 


In return, they would be able to use the 


park facilities, including a proposed 70- 
acre community park. The park district 
is also considering investigating land ac- 
quisition for a park in the Drlscoll High 


School area that would serve Golden 
Gate Estates. 


The residents of Golden Gate Estates 


say that they don't see any advantages 
to the annexation. Their complaints fall 
into three general categories: their chil- 
dren already use the parks without pay- 
ing the tax; the parks are too far away 
for them to use conveniently; the plans 
for improved and new parks are too 
hazy, and they don't want to pay taxes 
until they are sure of the advantages. 


"Can you keep my children from using 


the park district facilities if we don't an- 


nex?" one woman asked. The commis- 
sioners admitted that there was no way 
of patrolling the facilities that closely, 
and that they wouldn't be able to keep 
the children from Golden Gate Estates 
from swinging on Addison Park District 
swings. 


BUT THEY ADDED that it was only 


fair to the people that do pay taxes that 
Golden Gate Estates should be taxed 
equally. 


Another complaint was that all of the 


existing parks are across major, heavily 
traveled roads from Golden Gate Es- 


tates, and they would not allow their 
children to go to the parks by them- 
selves. When told of the possible Driscoll 
site they said that this was still across 
Lombard Road, and that it wasn't safe to 
send their children across it by them- 
selves. 


"All I want to know is-where and when 


and how long," one resident pleaded. If 
they were shown some specific plans, 
and promised parks that they could eas- 
ily get to by a specific date, the Golden 
Gate Estates residents felt that they 


might be more interested in the park dis- 
trict annexation. 


"We'll give you a park as soon as we 


have the funds available," the commis- 
sioners told them. 


"I don't see any advantage to annexa- 


tion," another resident concluded. "If we 
don't want it, why bother?" 


The park district commissioners prom- 


ised to take the comments and presence 
of the Golden Gate Estates residents into 
account in making the final decision. The 
proposal was sent to committee for fur- 
ther discussion. 


Zoners Rapped 
For Law Change 


Addison's new zoning commission was 


told it was putting the cart before the 
horse Thursday night when it tried to al- 
ter a new zoning ordinance that will be 
part of the master plan. 


The seven-member commission was es- 


tablished about two months ago by the 
village board to conduct public hearings 
on the new zoning ordinance prepared by 
Thomas Dike, the master planner. 


During Thursday's workshop, which 


was intended to familiarize commission 
members with the new ordinance, a snag 
occurred when the commission tried to 
change the new ordinance, switching 
playschools, nurseries and green nouses 
from a residential zoning to commercial. 


Bud Loftus, villag* attorney, objected, 


stating that the commission had not yet 
held any pubttc hearings. 


"You're knocking everything out be- 


fore you ever hear the testimony," he 
said.

ings during the month of September. A 
review of testimony will follow In Octo- 
ber during commission work sessions.

of the new zoning commission, and also 
chairman of the planning commission, 
said the plan commission thought the 
new ordinance was in pretty bad shape. 


He-also said he thought changes should 


be made before people read the ordi- 
nance and offer testmiony. 


Loftus replied that the commission 


could tear the ordinance apart, but first 
they should hold the public hearings. 


Commission member Mrs. Nancy 


Finns agreed, stating that it wasn't quite 
fair to make changes yet, and that some- 
one who operates a nursery should be 
allowed to explain his problems, and 
then decisions on changes could be 
made. 


The commission agreed, and deckled 


to use the workshops to acquaint mem- 
bers with the ordinance and point out 
weak points. 


Loftus also reassured the commission 


that their work would not be wasted, and 
that the village board did intend to fully 
implement the master plan, which in- 
cludes the new zoning ordinance, and not 
just use it as a future guide. 


There were earlier discussion that the 


village board was under the impression 
that the master plan was Just a guide 
and not really a binding type plan. 


In other action, Loftus advised the 


commission that everything should be 
annexed under pre-annexatton agree- 
ment, rather than coming in as residen- 
tial. Under pre-annexation, • property 
owner must state his intended purpose, 
but if zoned as residential, he can later 
request zoning for a higher density, 
which could lead to a court battle.

Residents Ask 12-Month Program 


Addison residents want the park dis- 


trict to develop facilities for recreation 
and athletics and for a year-round pro- 
gram, according to results of a recent 
survey by the Addison Park District re- 
leased at the Park Board meeting Thurs- 
day night. The survey, which involved 
800 residentsin eight neighborhoods serv- 
ed by parks, indkaed that the majority 
of the peaple wanted facilities for swim- 
ming, cycling, playing team sports, fish- 
ing, walking or hiking, and pleasure driv- 
ing. 


Over 80 per cent of the people sur- 


veyed Mid that they would we the parks 
at night if they were open and lighted 
until 10:30 p.m. 


Jack Berkley, park planner, presented 


a plan for a park incorporating the facil- 
ities most asked for m a neighborhood 
park, using the 10-acre Highview Park as 
a model The plan for Highview Park is 
designed to use the land efficiently, not 
wasting any of the wooded area in the 
park, yet bringing in the facilities in 
which the people have shown interest. 


"Land being the price it is, we want to 


develop it for maximum use, but not 
beat it into the ground as a playground," 
Berkley said. The Highview Park plan 
would have an area for baseball, picnic- 
ing, ice skating, tennis, basketball and 
volleyball and a shelter and toilet area. 


The plan, as presented, will be consid- 


ered by the board along with plans for 
the nine other neighborhood parks in Ad- 
dison, as these plans ar edeveloped. 


The park district has applied to the De- 


partment of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment for .a grant in which the govern- 
ment win match funds with the park dis- 
trict for developing the parks. 


Records show that the present park 


district tax levy of 15.6 cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation is one of the lowest 
levy rates in any park district in the 
western suburbs, officials said. 


However, any major improvements, 


land acquisitions or special facilities 
such as swimming pools or major athlet- 
ic facilities would require a public refer- 
endum for funding. 


Sloan: He Isn 't Afraid To Question Budget

At a time when ominous referendums 


loom on the horizon, nonconformist 
Roby Sloan of Addison's Dial 4 school 
board has raised some eye-opening ques- 
tions about a budget that is in the red 
and a tax Increase he doesn't believe in. 


Sloan is basically an economist. Born 


and raised In Moline, he later attended 
Western Illinois University, and even- 
tually attained a master of science de- 
gree in economics at Oklahoma State 
University. 


Sloan, who took his family from Broad- 


view to Addison In June of 1966, is assist- 
ant vice president of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank in Chicago, and is primarily 
concerned with the operation and admin- 
istration of the research department 


As a member of the Eastwood Home- 


owners Association with three children, 
Sloan attended Just about every Dlst. 4 
school board meeting for nearly a year. 
He was finally pressed to Join the board 
by • feeling that instead of complaining 
•boot things, people should pitch in and 
try to structure their government. 


"IT SEEMS TO BE an attitude that 


prevail*," Sloan Mid, "Even with the 


youth. People tend to wait till things get 
sufficiently bad and intolerable, and men 
rebel, trying to change things an at once. 


Sloan said referendums were a good 


example of this; that people go along un- 
til conditions are intolerable, and then 
referendums are turned down when there 
is a very substantial need. 


"There is a general feeling among 


people that you can't fight city hall," he 
exclaimed. "But you can do something if 
you work at it You can't go to one meet- 
ing a year and scream, and be very suc- 
cessful in changing things." 


Sloan said that when be first started 


attending the school board meetings, 
about three and a half years ago, it was 
quite obvious that the schools were hav- 
ing difficult!**. At the time the board 
WM trying to pass a referendum to build 
three new schools, and M Sloan became 
more involved he teamed that the school 
district was the largest taxing body in 
the ana. 


"I FELT the district bad grown very 


rapidly," Sloan said, "and aeeded finan- 
cial management Being a professional 
economist, I thought I could offer some 
assistance. This to one of tat planks I 
ran on." 


Since Joining the board, Sloan has been 


very vocal in supporting more stringent 
financial and budget control, and his 
piercing inquiries into the subject have 
often ruffled the feathers of other board 
members.

One such inquiry sheds light on the 


board's tentative plan to hold a fall ref- 
erendum. Although Sloan agrees that a 
building fund referendum is needed be- 
cause there are too many kids for the 
amount of classroom space, he feels an 
educational fund referendum is a waste 
of the taxpayer's money, and can be 
avoided by applying some frugal man- 
agement 


"The district has an overall deficit of 


around $400,000 which has accumulated 
over past years," Sloan said. "I see no 
reason for a tax increase unless the mon- 
ey is used to decrease that deficit" 


SLOAN FEARS that the revenue com- 


ing out of a tax increase would be used 
by the district to operate on a current 
income-expense basis, as was done last 
year. 
."Current operating expenses don't 
warrant a tax increase," Sloan empha- 
sized. "Our educational fund is up 
$350,000 over last year due to increases 
in property evaluation, and we receive 
increased state aid because we have 
more pupils." 


Sloan feels that if a little frugal man- 


agement is applied by the district, these 
increases are more Hum enough to cover 
operating expenses for the coining year. 


"I think salary increases granted thus 


far by the board are larger than those 
given in industry, and certainly larger 
than I would give," Sloan said. Sloan 
also complained' that travel expenses 
were too high, and that staff increases in 
the administrative area should be re- 
evaluated. 


Sloan has also taken issue with the dis- 


trict's tentative budget, a subject which 
erupted into a heated debate during the 
last board meeting. 


The trouble began when Sloan sug- 


gested that a complete list of the 1969-70 
expenditures be included on the same 
sheet as the new budget for the benefit of 
the public. After being ruled out of order 
twice, a vote was finally taken by the 
board which rejected Sloan's proposal, 
and his amendment was never heard. 


"Perhaps there was some misunder- 


standing," Sloan said. "Publishing the 
previous year's expenditures is common 
place in every school district I'm famil- 
iar with. We will be holding public hear- 
ings on next year's budget, and it's im- 
perative that the people have something 
to compare the figures with." 


SLOAN FEELS that the time spent 


planning the budget is crucial; that the 
budget represents the game plan for the 
coming year, and that this is the only 
time the board can look at the entire 
package and take action on priorities for 
the entire year. 


"And so when large amounts of funds 


are allocated for contingencies, such as 
$40,000 in the educational fund, they 


should be pinned down right now," Sloan 
said. 


Sloan has also been vigorous in push- 


ing for various innovative programs that 
would save the district money. 


"I think the board should make in- 


creased efforts to work more with the 
park, library and village boards, and 
thereby develop Joint programs instead 
of duplicating efforts," he said. 


Sloan also suggested that the various 


districts get together and institute a pro- 
gram of Joint buying to save money on 
school supplies and equipment. He also 
believes the district needs a complete re- 
view of job and salary structures. 


As for the village of Addison, he feels 


it's a good town, but plagued with prob- 
lems associated with rapid expansion. 


"We can use a medical center, better 


water and flood control, and possibly 
some sort of transportation system," 
Sloan suggested,"but all these things are 
extremely costly." 


Sloan said that in the last analysis it 


was up to the people if they wanted to 
pay the fare. "There are always things 
you need," he said with a smile, "but 
you have to pay for a ticket to get on the 
ride."

village. It takes too long to get a building 
permit." 


Those were the angry words of Mayor 


Ralph Hansen at Thursday night's Wood 
Dale Village Council meeting.

ture looked like. 


"I have no idea what the building looks 


like," Janis said. "How can we approve 
something when it hasn't gone before all 
the boards." 


Janis contested another recommenda- 


tion by Voss, another alteration in the 
village building code was proposed. This 
change would provide visual observance 
of all rooms where class "A" liquor li- 
cense is issued. 


"We have had complaints of minors 


drinking and some gambling in taverns," 
Janis said. "There are taverns in this 
town that are serving in back rooms. Un- 
less we have backrooms opened up for 
police officers to see inside, the village 
will continue to have problems." 


JANIS' REMARKS ON proposed win- 


dows for class "A" liquor license busi- 
nesses may inadvertently been aimed at 
Mr. Dukes Restaurant, 278 E. Irving 
Park Rd. Mr. Dukes has been recently 


pressured by the village to construct 11 
windows in its $25,000 addition. 


Ken Palicki, contractor for Mr. Dukes 


banquet addition, said he is irritated at 
the council's makeshift policies and red 
tape. 


"Every (council) meeting we attended, 


they wanted changes made," Palicki 
said. "Nobody here seems to know any- 
thing about building." 


Palicki is angry because the village of- 


ficials have reportedly lost four of his 
blueprints on construction plans and 
what has taken him two weeks in Chi- 
cago to be approved, he said in Wood 
Dale it takes two years. 


The final blueprints for Mr. Dukes was 


approved in August, 1969, but now the 


village wants to alter construction so 
windows can be erected, Palicki said. 


"Now that the building is 90 per cent 


completed, they decide they want win- 
dows," Palicki said. "Originally, the 
council wanted two windows in the base- 
ment." 


WHILE JANIS SOUGHT an ordinance 


for observer windows, Commissioner 
Voss argued for an opinion from the vil- 
lage attorney in lieu of the ordinance. 
Voss won the argument. 


Mayor Hansen, upset by Janis' state- 


ment of impropriety in village taverns, 
said, "As yet, we do not have any situ- 
ations such as this." 


Palicki wasn't the only construction 


man agitated by the village's methods of 


altering final plans and issuing building 
permits. Wayne Waltrip, a local builder, 
also expressed dissatisfaction. 


"This stuff doesn't have to go through 


every committee in town," Waltrip said 
"Get it off the back of the committees. 
Jack Haynes (building superintendent) 
should have the power to issue a permit 
This town needs a lot of streamlining for 
obtaining a building permit." 


Forrest concurred with Waltrip's rec- 


ommendations. 


"If everything conforms to zoning, 


planning and building codes, I don't feel 
it should take two months to get a build- 
ing permit," said Forrest, whose similar 
Heap Big Beef Restaurant was approved 
in six weeks by SkoMe village officials. 


Wicke: Charm For Fenton

Herbert Wicke may just be the charm 


Fenton High School Dist. 100, serving 
Bensenville and Wood Dale, needs to 
pass a successful bond referendum. 


Wicke, who was recently appointed su- 


perintendent of business affairs for Dist. 

2, 
has "had experience in dealing with five 
successful bond referendums, but has 
had no experience in losing one." 


"Fenton is not unique," Wicke said," I 


expect to face the normal challenges of 
any superintendent in charge of business 
affairs." 


Wicke came to Bensenville from the 


Mahomet-Seymour School District, lo- 
cated in the Champaign area, where he 
served as superintendent for five years. 
Before that tune he was superintendent 
of Earhdlle schools in LaSalle County for 
eight years, Wicke began his education 
career as a junior high school teacher in 
Grundy County. 


Wicke said his new appointment fulfills 


"a long time ambition." 


"I HAVE HAD to become a specialist 


in school administration rather than a 
generalist," he said. "I feel my adminis- 
trative experience has prepared me quite 
well to become a specialist." 


Wicke is optimistic about Fenton's fi- 


nancial problems claiming, "It's much 
easier to pass a bond referendum for the 
building fund than it is for the education- 
al fund." 


"I look at this as a challenge rather 


than an unsolvable problem." 


The 47-year-old business 
manager 


looks forward to concentrating on the fi- 
nancial affairs of the two districts. In the 
past he has had to deal with all phases of 
school administration since he worked in 
district's where business managers and 
other administrative officials were not 
available. Wicke was not only in charge

of handling the educational activities of 
his school district, but also finances and 
personnel. 


Wicke has no sure-fire solution to Fen- 


ton's distressing financial situation. 


"It would take assessments of the 


school's financial status at present be- 
fore any recommendations or changes 
could be made," he said. 


WICKE'S DUTIES will include pre- 


paring the budgets for both school dis- 
tricts, submitting financial reports and 
making financial recommendations to 
the school board. He will also oversee 
the nonacademic personnel of the two 
districts.

Settlement Is Incomplete 


Settlement of the School Dist. 59 teach- 


ers' pact is not complete as was an- 
nounced last week, according to Dave 
Robert. Teacher's Council negotiating 
team chairman. 


Robert said Sunday that the negotiat- 


ing teams had not settled in critical 
areas, and objected to an announcement 
that they had by the administration nego- 
tiating team. 


The announcement of a pact including 


a $7,600 starting salary at 4 per cent 
progression to a top salary of $15,995, 
was made at last Monday's board of edu- 
cation meeting. It was said then by Al 
W a 11 m a n , administration negotiating 
team chairman, that the details of the 
comprehensive services payment pro- 
gram would be ready by last Friday. 


"We still have 10 or 12 hours of in- 


depth discussion to finish," Robert said. 


HE ADDED, "The Teachers' Council 


has agreed to a salary schedule contin- 
gent upon satisfactory settlement in 
three areas; the lowering of last years' 
class sizes, a full range extra duty pro- 
gram and the development of a career 
program to hold our experienced teach- 
ers." 


Robert, who is attending school at the 


University of niimois, Champaign-Ur- 
bana, for the summer session, returns to 
the area each Saturday and Monday for 
negotiations. 


He said, "I don't foresee any problems 


in settling, I just don't want to mislead 
anyone into thinking negotiations are 
over." 


Areas not settled according to Robert 


include lowering of last years' teach- 
er-pupil ratio, extending services for 
children and strengthening the quality of 
the educational program. 


"The board had previously promised 


that if monies should become available 
they would be used for these. These 
items are the most important part of the 
contract. We said that before and now 
we want to live up to it and want to 
make sure the board lives up to it too," 
he said. 


ROBERT SAID he did feel the salary 


agreement was the cornerstone of the 
settlement, and that the other items 
would be easy to settle. 


"The recent increase in state aid and a 


review of other sources of revenue have 
revealed to the board that over $250,000 
is now availab e for expenditure. Assur- 
ance has been given the teachers that 
the money, now earmarked as a 'bal-

ance' will be used entirely in the agreed 
upon areas," he added. 


The balance Robert mentioned was 


$286,787 in the educational fund as ap- 
proved last Monday. 


Robert explained that earlier in the six 


month negotiations, the board had said 
"We're broke," but had promised that if 
money became available it would be 
used in the areas stressed by the teach- 
ers. 


ROBERT SAID, "Naturally teachers 


can't get money when there is no money. 
Under that condition the status quo on 
the teacher ratio was acceptable, there's 
nothing else we could do." 


He continued, "When there is an unac- 


counted balance, however, it seems the 
board should keep its promise to the 
community about class size." 


The teachers-pupil ratio was reduced 


to 27 to 1 at the last minute Monday by 
adding $200,000 to the teachers ex- 
penditures for 25 additional teachers. 
This ratio, according to Robert, is "final- 
ly to the point where it's the same as last 
year." 


Robert said that a meeting with the 


administration 
negotiating team has 


been scheduled for Aug. 3, and that if an 
agreement was reached it would be put 
to vote by the teachers Aug. 31.

day including construction materials, pop 
and beer cans, a gas tank, and an old 
ladder, they were assisted by the village 
street department that provided a truck 
to dispose of the refuse. 


The project was endorsed by John 


Lecraw, president of the Centex Industri- 
al Park Asso. (CIPA), who encouraged 
local plants to participate in the pro- 
gram. 


The first phase finished last week was 


a pilot project that took longer than ex- 
pected because of at least two reasons: 
the Job was bigger than expected, and 
some tools used in getting rid of weeds, 
bulrushes and cattails, broke. 


"We didn't know what to expect when 


we took the Job," said Romano. "But it 


was bigger than we thought." 


Weeds several feet tall had to be pulled 


out or cut down, he said, "and we only 
had one wheelbarrow."

I've only heard 
the ruling on the news," she said. 


The delay in county authorization of

was basically educational. 


The view of a prosecutor as one who 


just only seeks to imprison people, he 
said, was naive and superficial. 


"There is no sadder thing .. . than to 


see a human being behind bars ... de- 
prived of the freedom to live a rational 
existence among us. The prosecution has 
two basic purposes — to change the atti- 
tude of the defendant and to serve as an 
object lesson to the rest of society. That 
is the purpose of the state's attorney's 
office," he said. 


Hanrahan noted that representatives of 


the printed media were in attendance 
and said they were there in hopes of 
hearing a "succulent statement." He 
said he wondered why the same kind of 
attention was not paid to the daily work 
of the criminal Justice section of the 
states attorney's office.

MSD 'Can't Solve Ou r Problems '• Baker 


by STEVE NOVICK 


Hanover Park Mayor Richard Baker 


Thursday chided the Metropolitan Sani- 
tary District (MSD) when its representa- 
tive, Hugh McMillan, failed to provide 
information Baker was seeking. 


"He's a nice man, but he can't answer 


our questions. Let's let him go home," 
Baker said at a meeting between two 
dozen Hanover Park flood victims and 
the MSD engineer representative. 


Baker wants an MSD spokesman in 


Hanover Park with the authority to 
make committal statements. 


Questions started on what will be done 


to solve sewage backup problems in 
Hanover Park and the MSD's intent for 


the 200 acre Fisher farm located north- 
east of Harrington Road and Bte. 20 ad- 
jacent to the MSD plant site. 


TO THE LATTER question McMillan 


said he could offer no answer because 
negotiations are currently taking place 
for the land. 


Mr. and Mrs. Charles Fisher of Bart- 


lett, part heirs of the property, were pre- 
sent to say the negotiations nave been 
postponed four times. The next session is 
scheduled for the end of August. 


An injunction was filed by the village 


of Hanover Park when Baker's adminis- 
tration came into power last year to pre- 
vent the MSD from taking over the land. 


The village would like to see the prop- 
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erty annexed and developed residential- 
ly, but no developer will touch it until 
after the MSD's interest is negated, Bak- 
er said. 


WEATHERSFIELD IN Schaumburg is 


served by the MSD Hanover Park sew- 
age plant besides Hanover Park 
McMillan said. 


The new Centex Industrial Park in 


Schaumburg will also be served by the 
plant, said Mrs. Jan Smith, chairman of 
Hanover Park's flood control committee. 


Large scale land development in the 


area without allowances for proper 
storm water retention ponds is a major 
reason for the sewage sewer backups, 
McMillan said. 


When land is built up, natural areas 


for water absorption are covered and 
deep retention ponds are needed to re- 
place the covered land, McMillan said. 


The MSD *as an unenforcable ordi- 


nance stating the retention reservoirs 
should be provided, he added. 


BAKER SAID HANOVER Park has 


followed the ordinance since his adminis- 
tration took over, but that other villages 


served by the Hanover Park plant have 
not. 


The Hanover-Schaumburg area has 


separate storm water and sanitary sew- 
age lines, but there are sanitary sewer 
backups during storm periods because of 
an "infiltration" of storm water during 
peak rain periods. 


Illegal connections to the sanitary sew- 


ers and a large number of borne sump 
pumps connecting into sanitary sewers 
also add to the problem, McMillan said. 


These infiltrations and connections 


cause 9% million gallons to be sent in 
peak periods through the Hanover Park 
station, built to handle an average of 2 
million gallons of raw sewage dairy, he 
added. 


The overload on the plant is what 


causes the MSD to discharge raw sewage 
into the west branch of the DuPage Riv- 
er in "extreme emergency situations," 
McMillan said. 


IF THE DISCHARGE were not 


allowed, the plant would flood, expensive 
equipment would be damaged, and the 
sewage would flow out the door into the 
river anyway, he added. 
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The overloading of aeration equipment 


is what causes odors, McMillan said. The 
equipment is designed to introduce oxy- 
gen to sewage, causing decomposition 
and the emission of gases. 


When the equipment is overloaded, the 


controls are forfeited, he added. MSD 
policy during peak overloads is to treat 
as much sewage as fast as possible even 
if it means only 80 per cent pure effluent 
is discharged. THE MSD goal is to pro- 
duce over 99 per cent pure product. 


Bids are to be let soon for additional 


aeration equipment that will help solve 
the odor problem in Hanover Park, he 


added. 


NO PLAN EXISTS to allow the MSD to 


adequately handle sewage on peak rain 
days. All designs are engineered based 
on average loads. Expert projections for 
area developments always turn out to be 
underestimation and the expense is pro- 
hibitive for having facilities designed to 
accommodate any situation, McMillan 
said. 


The MSD aims to produce drinkable ef- 


fluent from raw sewage throughout its 
operation by 1980, McMillan said. 


The goal is based on the average load

Kids Give Old Church New Look 


;| An old church got a new look recently 
•i thanks to about 15 Wheeling-area teen- 
-agers. 
,! The teens, most of them from Wheel- 


icg. painted the outside of the 105-year- 
:<{W Community Presbyterian Church, 
;«rie of the oldest buildings in Wheeling. 


Their work is part of the planned renova- 
tion of the historical monument. 


The group, led by members of the 


Community Presbyterian Church Youth 
Group, began painting the church July 19 
and completed work last Tuesday after 
being held up by rain July 18. 


With a radio blaring popular music, 


painters used ladders and scaffolds to 
help restore the church that will be used 
as a community meeting center when 
finished. 


Jack Kimsey, who along with his wife 


sponsors the youth group, said the teens 


worked hard to finish the outside paint- 
ing of the church. 


"And It's not just kids from Wheeling. 


There have been some from 
Buffalo 


Grove and Prospect Heights, too," he ex- 
plained. He stressed the paint crew was 
a non-denominational group. 


"It's nice when you have kids who like 


to work and have fun, too," said Kimsey 
covered with white paint from a morn- 


, ing accident with a full paint can. 


PAINTING THE outside of the church 


is one more step ira completion of the 
restoration process. Washroom facilities, 
tiling, floor refinishing and inside repairs 
are still needed before the building can 
be used. 


The Wheeling Park District has bor- 


rowed approximately $20,000 for restora- 
tion funds and has bought siding to win- 
terize the building. The park district 
plans to use the land around the church 


as a recreational area primarily for 
adults and small children. 


For many years the building housed 


the congregation of the Community Pres- 
byterian Church of Wheeling. The con- 
gregation's present church structure is 
at 196 E. Highland Ave. 


The venerable church building that at 


one time served not only Presbyterians 
but other denominations in the commu- 
nity, was moved from its original site on 
Dundee Road just west of the fire station 
to make room for a Dunkin' Donuts 
Shop. 


The building now rests on Chamber of 


Commerce Park land adjacent to the 
Wheeling Community Pool on Wolf Road 
and is owned by the park district. The 
park district is working with the Wheel- 
ing Historical Society to raise money to 
pay for the moving and renovation of the 
monument.

Midi Vs. Maxi? Not Here 


by BARBARA COOK 


SAIGON (UPI) - One battle which 


has not yet reached Vietnam is that of 
the mini versus the midiskirt. 


In fact the mini and the pantsuit are 


just beginning to hold their own with 
women of all generations despite the stiff 
competition of the traditional ao dai, a 
long dress sift to the waist on both sides 
and worn over baggy trousers. 


Because Saigon has no fashion design- 


ers, the Western styles seen here come 
from French magazines, or Vietnamese 
and foreigners who travel to Europe and 
Hong Kong. 


The women who do wear Western 


clothes freely alternate them with the ao 
dai. Young Vietnamese girls say the re- 
s e n t m e n t against wearing Western 
clothes is gone and they find no con- 
tradiction in switching from one part of 
the world to another simply by changing 
clothes. 


The bar girls on busy Tu do street can 


afford to follow the fashion magazines 
and wear abbreviated cocktail dresses of 
silk, crepe, and other materials, or a 
bellbottomed pantsuit. The shoppers 
downtown in Western attire also prefer 
the short look, but in more subdued 
styles. 


All clothing in Vietnam must be tailor- 


made because there are no factories to 


mass produce it Contrary to the tradi- 
tion that Asia produces inexpensive tai- 
lored clothes, however, Saigon is an ex- 
ception. The tailors and dressmakers are 
feeling the pinch of inflation and have to 
charge in line with the war value of the 
piaster. A simply shift dress may run 
from 1200 to 1500 piasters — $10 to $12.80 
to make — while a cocktail dress will 
cost almost $20. 


A PLAIN ONE piece cotton synthetic 


jumpsuit will run the customer $18 for 
the material and $28 to have it made. 


The materials are expensive because 


most of them are imported and have to 
face the Saigon government's stiff taxes. 
Advertised as being from Hong Kong, 
Thailand. Europe or Hawaii, a piece of 
material may sell as high as 1600 pias- 
ters a meter, or $13.50 for little more 
than a yard. 


Silk is the most popular cloth with the 


Vietnamese women and they wear it al- 
most exclusively. Cotton, which may 
seem more suited for the heat of Saigon, 
is not easily obtained. Ignoring the heat, 
the Vietnamese women seem to prefer 
long sleeves, high collars and slacks. 


Accessories such as costume jewelry, 


printed scarves, good bags and shoes are 
few and expensive, which may explain 
the Vietnamese woman's choice of more 
elaborate materials. Since most of the 
craftsmen have been drafted, leather

Western clothes, however, manage to 
strike a distinctive style hi their ao dais 
through the choke of hair style, jewelry 
and shoes. 


The French left behind well trained 


Vietnamese hair stylists who are able to 
create elaborate ringlet coiffures straight 
out of Paris magazines — and for 
slightly less than one would pay in an 
American salon. The younger girls pre- 
fer long straight hair similar to their 
Western Counterparts; the older women 
wear a short bouffant style. 


One Western "must," though, is lack- 


ing here — nylon stockings. Apparently 
the combination of heat and expense dis- 
courages them. On days when the wome 
wear their mini fashions, they also wear 
square-toed low heeled shoes. But on ao 
did days the shoes are needle pointed 
toes with spike heels, or else black slip- 
pers with a beaded design. 


The one conclusive thing which can be 


said about Vietnamese clothing is that 
the women are willing to try Western 
ideas without giving up their native 
dress. It is common to see a mother 
wearing an ao dai shopping with her 
mini skirted daughter. And it is equally 
common to see the same two the next 
day with the outfits reversed.

—The Chicago Bears football 


team expressed an interest in Ar- 
lington Park as the site of its fu- 
ture home, and, 


-The Continental Basketball 


Assn. approved the Northwest 
Travelers franchise representing 
the Northwest suburbs. 


Both indications of interest in 


sports in this area are very encour- 
aging. 


Bears owners George Halas Sr. 


and George Halas Jr. visited the 
park at the invitation of Arlington 
Heights Mayor John J. Walsh Jr. 
and Philip Levin, president of 
Transnation Corp., a parent corpo- 
ration of the firm that operates Ar- 
lington Park. 


The 450 acres comprising Arling- 


ton Park provide an ideal setting 
for a major year-around sports es- 
tablishment. There is room aplenty 
to accommodate a major facility, 
including possibly a domed sta- 
dium, along with all the parking 
necessary. 


Completion of the 1-90 hookup 


with the Eisenhower will give di- 
rect freeway access to Arlington 
Park from most of the Chicago 
metropolitan area. Arlington Park 
even has a commuter railroad sta- 
tion on its grounds, providing ex- 
cellent mass transportation access. 
And it has an excellent hotel to ac- 
commodate teams and visitors. 


The concept of a regional sports 


complex located in a spacious set- 
ting outside the central city al- 
ready has proven successful in sev- 
eral major cities. 


Walsh, who initiated the dis- 


cussion, pointed out the benefits 
that would accrue to his commu- 
nity and the entire area if such a 
complex were built. The Arlington 
Park owners want to develop their 
site more extensively, and Walsh 
feels, rightly, that a recreational 
center would better serve the area 
than the likely alternative: high 
rise apartments. 


The Northwest Travelers team is 


a welcome addition to the area. 
Starting in November, the team 
will give the community its first 
taste of professional basketball. A 


"player development" team for 
the National Basketball assn., the 
Northwest Travelers join a league 
which also includes Decatur, Rock- 
ford, Peoria, Waukegan, Wau- 
kesha, Wis., and Grand Rapids, 
Mich., and a Milwaukee CBA en- 
try. 


Opening game will be played 


against the Milwaukee team at the 
Milwaukee Arena, in a doublehea- 
der also involving the Milwaukee 
Bucks and another NBA team. 
Home games will be played in 
Mount Prospect, Arlington Heights 
and probably Des Plaines and Pal- 
atine. 


Local games will give suburban 


families an opportunity to enjoy 
professional sports without having 
to drive into Chicago. 


The Travelers franchise and the 


interest of the Bears should be en- 
couraged by official and commu- 
nity organizations. Professional 
sports is needed in the Northwest 
community; we welcome the Trav- 
elers, and we extend an invitation 
to the Bears to examine fully the 
advantages this area offers.

TV's Eye On Years Of Neglect

Illinois has a punk recreation system. 
It's so bad a Chicago TV station took 


an advertisement in this paper last 
Wednesday. In the ad was a picture of a 
lovely cascade of water in Starved 'Rock 
State Park. 


The picture was upside down, and the 


caption read, "The screwed-up picture of 
places to play In Illinois." 


THE AD ANNOUNCED a five-part 


documentary Mries which will appear 
tonight through Friday on Channel 2, 
during the 5 and 10 p.m. news broad- 
casts. 


It should be well worth watching. 
I called Robert Osbora, environmental 


editor for WBBM-TV, the man respon- 
sible for the series, to find out more 
about it. 


Osbora, who's been collecting data on 


Illinois parks for several months, de- 
voted seven solid weeks to preparing the 
•arias — three weeks in research, two

with a three-man camera crew traveling 
throughout the state, and two weeks in 
editing. 


The filming necessarily documented Il- 


linois' past failures to develop even a 
concept of recreation. And so Osbora and 
his cameramen visited state parks that 
have never been fully developed. Others 
that serve limited local functions and 


therefore should not be in the state sys- 
tem. 


Others that are mislocated. Others that 


are used for the wrong purpose. 


HIS CAMERAS WENT to areas where 


there should be state parks. Aerial sur- 
veys were taken in the Chicago area of 
possible park locations. 


One of the most telling criticisms of 


Illinois parks, other than the lack of 
them, is their location: although most of 
the state's residents live in the Chicago 
area, only a couple of parks are in the 
immediate area. 


Osborn visited Peoria, where a local 


group has taken positive action about 
recreation. They took a canoe adventure 
down the dells of the lower Fox River. 
On the Fourth of July, they were at Star- 
ved Rock, a spot that should be devoted 
to scenic enjoyment but, because of mul- 
tiple use, it was jammed with Indepen- 
dence Day visitors. 


Not all of Osborn's report is critical. 


He visited sites of new state park acqui- 
sitions. He was impressed by the profes- 
sionalism of some of the men now in the 
c o n s e r v a t i o n department (profes- 
sionalism has never been given much 
weight in the past) and feels somewhat 
encouraged by the state's wakening in- 
terest. 


That interest, I think, has come under 


pressure from citizens and the media. 
WBBM, for example, may bo the only 
TV station in the nation whose environ- 
mental editor spends his full time at that 
occupation. 


A NATIVE OF downstate Illinois, Os- 


born appreciates the state's potential 
through exposure and experience. 


"Whenever I can get away from the 


office I'm off somewhere hunting or fish- 
ing or playing outdoors," he told me. 


So he gravitated naturally toward envi- 


ronmental subjects after joining Channel 
2. He was appointed formally to the posi-

Based on population projections, ac- 


cessilility and the proximity of existing 
utilities, the High School Dlst. 211 board 
of valuation selected the Higgins Road 
site in Hoffman Estates for its fifth high 
school.

Homeowners Association (THOA), told 
park board members Thursday that his 
group is anxious to provide any neces- 
sary assistance in developing a park site 
adjacent to Everett McKinley Dirkson 
Elementary School. 


Construction on the 20-room facility is 


expected to begin shortly, according to 
earlier statements made by Dist. 54 ad- 
ministrators, 


Curtis said that some of the land lead- 


ing to the park site is under water and 
expressed concern regarding access to 
the proposed park. 


As an alternative, Curtis suggested 


that the park district attempt to make an 
arrangement with Mor-Well Builders, 
developers of Timbercrest subdivision, 
regarding access from Beech Drive, 
which is located adjacent to the site. 


Curtis learned from Paul D. Derda, di- 


rector of parks and recreation, that the 
district has already held preliminary 
talks with Marvin J. Lapicola, Dist. 54 
business manager, regarding an ex- 
pansion of the site to provide improved 
ingress and egress. 


Presently the homeowners association 


has approximately $20,000 given by the 
builder to hold for park improvement 
purposes, Curtis said. 


He said that THOA plans to hold the 


funds until park development has been 
completed and then add either facilities 


or equipment not included in park dis- 
trict planning. 


The funds were given to the group 


when they found a planned park site 
unacceptable. 


Curtis also told park board members 


that a number of Timbercrest residents 
are concerned about use of playground 
equipment at the new school.

area without allowances for proper 
storm water retention ponds is a major 
reason for the sewage sewer backups, 
McMillan said. 


When land is built up, natural areas 


for water absorption are covered and 
deep retention ponds are needed to re- 
place the covered land, McMillan said. 


The MSD has an unenforcable ordi- 


nance stating the retention reservoirs 
should be provided, he added. 


BAKER SAID HANOVER Park has 


followed the ordinance since his adminis- 


tration took over, but that other villages 
served by the Hanover Park plant have 
not. 


The Hanover-Schaumburg area has 


separate storm water and sanitary sew- 
age lines, but there are sanitary sewer 
backups during storm periods because of 
an "infiltration" of storm water during 
peak rain periods. 


Illegal connections to the sanitary sew- 


ers and a large number of home sump 
pumps connecting into sanitary sewers 
also add to the problem, McMillan said. 


Tnese infiltrations and connections 


cause 9% million gallons to be sent in 
peak periods through the Hanover Park 
station, built to handle an average of 2 
million gallons of raw sewage daily, he 
added. 


The overload on the plant is what 


causes the MSD to discharge raw sewage 
into the west branch of the DuPage Riv- 
er in "extreme emergency situations," 
McMillan said. 


IF THE DISCHARGE were not 


allowed, the plant would flood, expensive 
equipment would be damaged, and the 
sewage would flow out the door into the 
river anyway, he added. 


The overloading of aeration equipment 


is what causes odors, McMillan said. The 
equipment is designed to Introduce oxy- 
gen to sewage, causing decomposition 
and the emission of gases. 


When the equipment is overloaded, the 


controls are forfeited, he added. MSD 
policy during peak overloads is to treat 
as much sewage as fast as possible even 
if it means only 80 per cent pure effluent 
is discharged. THE MSD goal is to pro- 
duce over 99 per cent pure product. 


Bids are to be let soon for additional 


aeration equipment that will help solve 
the odor problem in Hanover Park, he 
added. 


NO PLAN EXISTS to allow the MSD to 


adequately handle sewage on peak rain 
days. All designs are engineered based 
on average loads. Expert projections for 
area developments always turn out to be 
underestimation and the expense is pro- 
hibitive for having facilities designed to 
accommodate any situation, McMillan 
said. 


The MSD aims to produce drinkable ef- 


fluent from raw sewage throughout its

'Tardy' School Plan Set 


Along with authorizing up to $50,000 to 


pay construction workers the overtime 
needed to complete Schaumburg High on 
time, Dist. 211 board members an- 
nounced their "backup plans" in case the 
school is not ready for occupancy the 
first day of school. 


One plan, according to Richard Kolze, 


superintendent, is to hold a double shift 
at Conant High School. This means that 
the 1,300 students scheduled to attend 
Schaumburg this fall, would go to Conant 
on a double-shift basis. 


Kobe said, classes would be cut from 


55 minutes in length to approximately 35 
minutes, with one group attending after- 
noon sessions, and the other morning. 


This arrangmement is apparently the 


most economical most widely accepted 
plan among Dist. 211 administrators and 
board members. If put into effect, it 
would last only long enough for workmen 
to complete Schaumburg High — a peri- 
od of about one month after school be- 
gins. 


A second plan is to start school late. 


This would give construction workers 
time to complete the building and would 
be compensated for by running school on 


a six-day a week basis until the delay 
time was made up. 
.And a third plan, which board members 
put into action last Thursday night, was 
to authorize a maximum of $50,000 to pay 
enough overtime wages of workmen on 
the job in order to get the school ready 
for fall. 


"The administration is keeping a close 


watch on this development," Richard 
Kolze, superintendent, said. The major 
problem is the unavailability of access 
roads and walkways, which were delayed 
during the time the cement finishers 
were on strike. 


The groundbreaking for Schaumburg's 


second community swimming poll prob- 
ably will take place within a month, park 
board members indicated last week. 


During Thursday night's park board 


m e e t i n g , d i r e c t o r s authorized 
McFazdean & Everly Ltd., a North Shore 
planning firm retained as consultants by 
the park district to proceed with bid ad- 
vertisements on the pool and bathhouse 
complex.

Dist. 211 Taxpayers Can Expect Same Bill 


Local taxpayers can expect to pay just 


about the same in taxes to High School 
Dist. 211 next year. 


Although the school board approved • 


tentative budget Thursday night which 
exceeds last year's by almost $3 million, 
school officials said they expect the tax 
rate to remain stable. 


Approximately the same tax rate is ex- 


pected because the district's assessed 
valuation recently jumped more than $50 
million bringing the total assessed valu- 
ation to more than $300 million. 


This year's tax rate is $2.70 for Dist. 


211's budget of about $11 million. 


But next year's expenditures are esti- 


mated to rise above $14 million. The in- 
crease is largely due to an increase of 
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nearly $2 million in the education fund. 


Most of the $2 million is needed for 


teacher salaries, according to school offi- 
cials. A 12 per cent, across-the-board in- 
crease in teacher salaries has been fig- 
ured into the new budget. However, sala- 
ry negotiations with the Dist. 211 teach- 
ers association are still in progress. 


It seems likely salary talks will be set- 


tled vpthin the range of the 12 per cent 
raise, "since we simply haven't the mon- 
ey to go higher," one school official said. 


"INCLUDED IN this category are sal- 


aries for about 112 incoming teachers 
who have been hired during the summer 
to accommodate an expanding student 
enrollment,

Another sizable increase in the pro- 


posed budget is in the site and construc- 


tion fund. A $900,000 hike here reflects 
operations concerning the building and 
opening of Schaumburg High School next 
month. 


Of primary significance is the hope of 


district officials that the 1970-71 budget 
will be close to balanced. For the past 
few years, Dist. 211 has continued to go 
deeper into deficit financing culminating 
in more than a $1 million deficit last 
year. 


But Slater said he anticipates a 


$200,000 difference between budgeted ex- 
penditures and revenues in the 1970-71 
fiscal year. 


Although none of the district's eight 


budget funds show a decrease in budg- 
eted expenditures compared to last 
year's figures, the business manager be- 
lieves Dist.

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District's Financial Picture Brightens 


Although they've been seeing red — 


figures, that is — for quite tome time, 
Lake Park High School Dial. 106 school 
board members are reviewing a budget 
that finally shows a brighter financial 
picture. 


Presented to the board last week along 


with a financial statement for the past 
fiscal year, the 1970-71 budget shows the 
district's education fund operating on a 
cash basis by July, 1971. 


"This is the first time the education 


fund has been in the black in a long 
time," said Carl Forrester, Dist. 108 su- 
perintendent, who recalled the fund be- 
gan running on a deficit budget in 1963- 
64. 


During the past fiscal year the finan- 


cial position of the education fund un- 
proved from a deficit of over $400,000 to 
a deficit of about $35,000. 


FORRESTER ATTRIBUTED this gain 


to three items: 


—The recent increase in state aid. 
—The December, 1968, tax rate in- 


crease. 


—The differentiated staffing program. 
The district doesn't anticipate borrow- 


ing this year because tax monies are ex- 
pected to come in on time, according to 
Frank Strle, Dist. 106 business manager. 


Approximately $100,000 less was sent 


because of the differentiated staffing pro- 
gram than if the district had traditional 
scheduling of classes, Forrester said. 


"With the differentiated staffing we've 


been able to educate more students and 
cot increase the size of our staff for a 
number of years," Strle said. 


The 1970-71 budget shows a $200,000 in- 


crease in expenditures in the educational 
fund, and salary increases account for 


$157,000 of this. 


TEACHER SALARIES comprise al- 


most 60 per cent of the total expenditures 
of the education fund, while salaries of 
all employes comprise about 73 per cent 
of the total expenditures of the fund. 


Even with salary increases, however, 


the amount of the budget designated for 
teacher salaries has risen only a fraction 
of a percentage point, Strle said. 


An increase of $10,823 has been budg- 


eted for various supplies including text- 
books, audio-visual equipment and li- 
brary items. 


Another increase of $12,500 has been 


budgeted for an improved health and 
hospitalization insurance benefit pro- 
gram for district employes. 


Of an expected $1,132,227 in 1969 tax 


revenue, the district has already re- 
ceived $689,486. 


STATE AH), HOWEVER, wfll be 


$40,000 less than last year. This is due to 
the system the district follows in filing 
for state funds, Strle said. 


By the supplemental filing system the 


district estimates the average daily at- 
tendance in September and files a claim. 
If the attendance is higher at the end of 
the year, the state adds the difference on 
to the following year's claim. 


Last year at Lake Park the average 


daily attendance was lower than esti- 
mated in September and the amount has 
been deducted from this year's claim. 


The filing system for state aid will 


eventually be beneficial for the district, 
Strle said, because enrollments will be 
increasing due to the growth of the area. 


The public hearing on the proposed 


budget will be Aug. 17 at 7:30 p.m.

You can imagine the disappointment I 
feel coming here this evening." 


Paraphrasing Edmund Burke, Hanra- 


han said, "All that is needed for the 
triumph of evil is the continuing apathy 
of so many of our people."

Home Stretch 
For Budget 


Wheeling's village board will tackle the

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Budget Problems Still Confront Clinic 


The TORCH Mental Health Clinic in 


Wheeling still is in financial straits, de- 
spite the appropriation of $3,000 to the 
clinic last week by the Village of Wheel- 
ing. 


The clinic operates a psychiatric coun- 


seling and referral facility. It serves 
mainly residents of Prospect Heights, 
Wheeling and Buffalo Grove. 


"I am grateful to Wheeling for not cut- 


tint the entire amount originally desig- 
nated for the clinic from their budget. 
But It must be obvious that we will stiB 
be facing MOM problems," said Richard 
Wyim, cliak director. 


Last week the Wheeling trustees re- 


stored a $3,000 appropriation for the pro- 
posed clinic to the 1970-71 village budget, 
after first cutting out the appropriation 
entirely the week before last. 


HOWEVER, THE clinic had asked for 


a $8,000 grant from the village. 


"We did some computing and we dis- 


covered that Wheeling clients used 
$17,000 worth of clinic services last year. 
So even if we got the full $9,000 we would 
have needed a minimum of $8,000 to 
maintain that level," Wynn said. 


"We'll have to do some searching to 


come up with the funds." 


The proposed 1970-71 clinic budget has 


been set at $31,000. However, as yet, 
Wheeling is the only municipality to in- 
dicate that it will appropriate funds to 
the clinic. No money has been donated 
by civic or service organizations, either. 


WYNN TERMED the outlook for ob- 


taining additional revenue "grim." 


"I've been getting messages that other 


groups are facing the same problems 
(lack of money) as is Wheeling," said 
Wynn. 


"Private foundations now have to pay 


taxes and some have almost gone out of 
existence." 


Wynn said that Wheeling's $3,000 ap- 


propriation would "allow us to survive 
while we are searching for other funds." 
He said that the clinic has petitioned for 
a $5,000 appropriation from the village of 
Buffalo Grove, but has not had a reply to 
the petition yet. 


"There are so many government ser- 


vices that need money so badly that I 
don't envy the trustees, but on the other 
hand, I feel that mental health services 
are just as important or more important 
than the other requests made. 


"I suspect a modest investment now 


would prevent a larger one later, both in 
terms of money and of human suffer- 
ing," said Wynn. 


WYNN SAID that several members of 


the clinic's advisory board are preparing 
a pamphlet explaining its services that 
when completed will be distributed to po- 
tential monetary donors. 


The TORCH Mental Health Clinic was 


started three years ago at Wheeling High 
School with the aid of a federal grant 
under Title HI of the Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act. 


However, this grant terminated June 


30, meaning that monetary support for 
the clinic must come entirely from local 
sources. Previously local revenue had 
paid for only part of the services.

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Village Puzzled Over Bill Money 


by ALAN AKERSON 


The legality of an unofficial arrange- 


ment under which the Village of Buffalo 
Grove It paying Buffalo Grove Park Dls- 
rict'i bills was questioned last week by 
a park commissioner. 


Under the arrangement, apparently 


agreed upon last April, the village is 
paving park district bills and expecting 
the park district to reimburse the village 
later. 


At a meeting of the park district 


Thursday, Park Commissioner Sherwood 
Zwirn challenged the legality of such an 
arrangement. He also said park commis- 
sioners had never officially approved the 
arrangement. David McCabe, park dis- 
trict treasurer, park 
commissioners 


Dede Armstrong and William Kiddle dis- 
agreed with Zwirn, and said a debt was 
owed to the village. 


John M. Sullivan, park district attor- 


ney, said Friday, "We're looking into the 
cities, the villages act and the park code 
which govern this activity. 


"There are provisions which will pro- 


vide for financial aid for the beginning of 
a new municipality's (in this case the 


park district's) operations." 


Sullivan said, "What the village did in 


my opinion was legal because they in- 
cluded funds in their appropriations ordi- 
nance (an ordinances, required by law, 
listing anticipated expenditures.)" 


What Sullivan has not concluded yet 


was whether the financial aid was to 
take the form of a loan or a gift: "I 
haven't decided whether there is any le- 
gal obligaton for the park district to re- 
pay the village " 


ROBERT GLEESON, one of two 


trustees who along with Village Pres. 
Don Thompson, were called to the meet- 
ing to discuss the matter, admitted the 
arrangement was "not legal." 


Estimates of the amount vary from 


16,000 to $12,000. A special meeting on 
the matter between the village trustees 
and park commissioners will be held at 8 
p.m. Thursday in the municipal building. 
Whether the money spent by the village 
since May to pay park district bills was 
a loan or a gift, was never officially re- 
solved last Thursday. 


Another matter to be handled this 


Thursday is the future of village finan- 


cial help for the park district. Gleeson 
indicated he was in favor of ending the 
aid immediately. 


The aid started when the park district 


was formed late last September. Since 
then the village has been paying many of 
the district's bills. However, at a meet- 
ing last April between trustees and park 
commissioners, park district officials 
were told that after May 1, any bills paid 
for the district by the village would be 
paid with the intention that the district 
would later repay the village 


Zwirn, who is head of the park dis- 


trict's financial committee, was absent 
from that meeting. He said Thursday he 


considered the money being spent by the 
village to pay park district bills "a gift 
to the community — not giving money to 
the park district. They are paying for a 
community service (recreation) pro- 
grams." 


Thompson said that park commission- 


ers Val Bettin (park district president at 
the time), Gene Muryn and Mrs. Dede 
Armstrong were at toe meeting. "The 
proposition at that time was this: you 
(the park district) haven't got it (funds) 
and we (the village) haven't got it. 


"The only way we could allow the park 


programs to continue was to give ad- 
vances and get at least some (of the 


money) back when the district started 
getting tax revenues. 


"THE MEETING (where the arrange- 


ment was apparently set up) was in- 
tended for nothing official, but only to 
open lines of communication," said 
Thompson. 


Gleeson said that also at the April 


meeting the park commissioners were 
told the steps they would have to take to 
be legally bte to spend and borrow funds. 
Yet, charged Gleeson, little action was 
taken by the district after the meeting on 
the steps they outlined. 


The park district approved its appro- 


priations ordinance a month ago, enabl- 


ing it to spend funds. Still to be approved 
is its tax levy ordinance. Without this, 
the district cannot borrow funds against 
its tax collections. 


Gleeson said Thursday the financial 


aid arrangement between the two groups 
changed from a gift to a loan last May 
1, the start of the next fiscal year. He 
estimated the village spent about $12,000 
to pay park district bills prior to that 
date. 


Since the May 1 date, the village has 


paid an estimated $12,000 in park district 
bills said Gleeson. The loan arrangement 
was to end no later than Sept. 1.

IN A LETTER to the village board, the 


PHIA members objected to the rezoning 
on five points, emphasizing the danger of 


traffic congestion, spot zoning and flood- 
ing. 


"Residents of this community (PHIA 


represents 2,000 families) moved to Pros- 
pect Heights to insure for themselves an 
environment of uncongested living," 
wrote the residents. "Approval of the re- 
zoning request is spot zoning because the 
immediately adjacent areas are residen- 
tial to the north, south and west. 


"Added traffic will be generated by the 


multiple-family dwellings and by the 
shopping center. Children who attend 
John Muir School, adjacent to the site on 
the north, will be in greater danger." 


TO PREVENT PROBLEMS resulting 


from added traffic the residents suggest 
adding two lanes to Rte. 83 plus access 
lanes to the school. 


"Traffic signals are also necessary for 


more efficient control of traffic and to 
insure pedestrian safety." 


- The third problem area, flooding, will 
be accentuated by the proposed devel- 
opment, according to the residents. 
"Congesting the land area with multiple 
family units and a shopping center will 
reduce the normal land drainage surface

Register 


Teens 18 years or older may legally 


register to vote for the first time, after 
Aug. 1, according to a ruling made by 
the office of Cook County States Atty. 
Edward V. Hanrahan late last week. 


Prospect Heights 18, 19 and 20 year 


olds should register with the Wheeling 
Township clerk, Mrs. Dorothy Hauff, at 
1818 E. Northwest Hwy. in Arlington 
Heights. 


However, their registrations will not be 


valid, and they will not be able to vote 
until after Jan. 1, according to a new 
federal law. 


E. P. Steinbrinck, assistant election su- 


pervisor for the county, reported Friday 
that his office was hi the process of send- 
ing letters of notification, concerning the 
opening of registration, to county town- 
ship supervisors. 


Mrs. Hauff had not heard of the ruling 


Friday but said she had received a letter 
earlier advising her to expect a decision 
from the State Attorney's office. 


IN EXPLAINING the decision of the 


State Attorney's office, Steinbrinck said, 
"as long as the right of 18 year olds to 
vote is on the federal statutes as law, 
we felt we should go ahead with it." 


There was a delay in county author- 


ization of the lowered voting age, be- 
cause the federal law conflicts with the 
Illinois Constitution. 


A Suffrage Article of the 1870 docu- 


ment states voters must be 21 years of 
age. 


Federal constitutionality of the new 


law is currently being tested in U.S. Su- 
preme courts in New York. If the courts 
rule that the law is legal, 18 year olds in 
Cook County may vote in all elections 
after Jan. l. 


According to Stanley T. Kusper, chair- 


man of the Chicago Board of Election 
Commissioners, the six month head start 
on registration "will afford the greatest 
opportunity to college students. Illinois 
law makes no provision for these stu- 
dents to register away from home." The 
Chicago commissioners decided to accept 
the 18 year old voters' registration at ap- 
proximately the same time the county 
did.

Business Series

The businessman can find a new set of 


services on his table at the Mount Pros- 
pect Public Library now, which is put 
out by Northern Illinois' College of Busi- 
ness.

This journal 
brings to businessmen and scholars sig- 
nificant findings in business and re- 
search. 


It includes statements of opinion by

"The Peter Principle: Why Things Al- 
ways Go Wrong," found in the spring is- 
sue. The library will be receiving three 
to four issues of this a year. 


The "Northern Illinois Business Re- 


view" is a quarterly review of business 
and economic conditions, and could no 
doubt be very helpful for anyone in the 
field of business. 


Businessmen will enjoy reading an 


analysis of current Illinois area econom- 
ic resources and business activities by 
counties and standard metropolitan sta- 
tistical areas, and this analysis will be 
included in every issue of the "Northern 
minois Business and Economic Guide," 
the last of the three new additions to be 
mentioned. 


The most recent copies of these books 


are available at the library now. Up- 
stairs from the browsing room and its 
businessmen's table, there's plenty of 
summer reading going on in the chil- 
dren's room.

Village of- 
ficia s should negotiate th-se matters im- 
mediately to avert an impending severe 
reaction." 


Police are seeking village recognition 


of the CCPA as the group to represent 
them in collective bargaining. All patrol- 
men and sergeants on the police force 
belong to the CCPA. Police also want in- 
creased maximum salaries for patrol- 
men, a revised grievance procedure and 
a longevity salary increase program. 


Wolf, along with Sgt. Ted Bracke and 


Patrolman William Hoos, all officers in 
the Wheeling chapter of the CPA, were 
at the special village board meeting Fri- 
day. 


AT THAT MEETING. Village Trustee 


Peter Egan offered to agree to all police 
requests. However, Egan said the con- 
tract would be signed with the "Wheeling 


Police Department rather than the 
CCPA" Wolf's answer was that one of 
the requests of the policemen is for the 
right to choose their own bargaining 
agent. 


Village board members insisted Friday 


that the village has no legal right to sign 
a contract with the CCPA, based on an 
opinion given to the board by Village 
Atty. Paul Hamer. 


To that, Wolf said other municipalities 


including Des Paines, Evanston and 
Kenilworth have all deemed such agree- 
ments legal. 


The issue was not resolved!, and the 


board took no action Friday night. How- 
ever, Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon did 
offer to have the board act on immediate 
matters of salary and grievance proce- 
dure requests and to "take a strong look 
at anything else" including the contract 
and ordinances other municipalities have 
adopted in recognizing the CCPA. 


Wolf told the Herald yesterday that 


recognition for the CCPA had become 
the main objective of the policemen. He 
would not list which of the policemen's 
demands would have to be met before 
the strike would end. 


WOLF EXPLAINED that the police- 


men want "the rights that all other em- 
ployes have, to be allowed to choose 
their own representation." 


Until now, he said the board has 


allowed him only speaking as a member 
of the police department, to represent 
the men. 


"I don't feel and the men don't feel 


that I have the expertise to negotiate 
with the board," Wolf said, explaining 
that if the CCPA were recognized, its at- 
torneys could represent the ppolicemen.

To Start Marking Ballots 


Registration of 18-year-old voters who 


live In Mount Prospect will begin Aug. 1, 
Deputy Village Clerk Marie Hard an- 
nounced Friday. 


Although no official instruction on the 


registration of 18-year-old voters has 
been sent to the Mount Prospect office 
by Cook County Clerk Edward J. Bar- 
rett. Mrs. Hard said she will begin ac- 
cepting voter applications Aug. 1. 


"I assume we'll receive an official 


memo early next week from the County 
Clerk's Office authorizing the registra- 
tion and outlining the procedures which 


will be used," Mrs. Hard said. 


Mrs. Hard said the village clerk's of- 


fice, located in the municipal building at 
112 E. Northwest Hwy., will be open 
Monday through Friday from 8:30 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. beginning Aug. 1 for voter reg- 
istration. 


Local residents also may register at 


the Cook County Clerk's Office, located 
in the County Building at Dearborn and 
Randolph Streets in the Loop. 


Mrs. Hard issued her announcement 


Friday following a decision by the Chi- 


cago Board of Election Commissioners 
Thursday to begin registration Aug. 
1. Although 18-year-old residents will 
not be eligible to vote in any elections 
until after Jan. 1, voter registration will 
be held in August to accommodate all 
college students who will be returning to 
campuses in September. No provisions 
are outlined in the Illinois State Law for 
absentee voter registration. 


Voter registration will not be consid- 


ered valid and registration cards will not 
be issued until Jan. 1. 


Mrs. Hard said voter registration of 18- 


year-old residents will be held "despite 
the legal controversy over the new law 
and until the U.S. Supreme Court rules 
the law is unconstitutional." 


Mrs, Hard did not estimate the number 


of Mount Prospect residents who will be 
eligible to vote after Jan. 1 under the 
new law. If the U.S. Supreme Court tests 
the new federal law and considers it con- 
stitutional, Mount Prospect's 18-year-old 
electorate will vote for the first time in 
the April local elections. 


Teachers' Pact Still Incomplete 


Settlement of the School Dist. 39 teach- 


ers' pact is not complete as was an- 
nounced last week, according to Dave 
Robert, Teacher's Council negotiating 
team chairman. 


Robert said Sunday that the negotiat- 


ing teams had not settled in critical 
areas, and objected to an announcement 
that they had by the administration nego- 
tiating team. 


The announcement of a pact including 


a $7,600 starting salary at 4 per cent 
progression to a top salary of $15,995, 
was made at last Monday's board of edu- 
cation meeting. It was said then by Al 
W a 11 m a n, administration negotiating 
team chairman, that the details of the 
comprehensive services payment pro- 
gram would be ready by last Friday. 


"We still have 10 or 12 hours of in- 


depth discussion to finish," Robert said. 


HE ADDED. "The Teachers' Council 


has agreed to a salary schedule contin- 
gent upon satisfactory settlement in 
three areas; the lowering of last years' 
class sizes, a full range extra duty pro- 
gram and the development of a career 
program to hold our experienced teach- 
ers." 


Robert, who is attending school at the 


University of Illimols, Champaign-Ur- 
bana, for the summer session, returns to 
the area each Saturday and Monday for 
negotiations. 


He said, "I don't foresee any problems 


in settling, I just don't want to mislead 
anyone into thinking negotiations are 
over." 


Areas not settled according to Robert 


include lowering of last years' teach- 
er-pupil ratio, extending services for 
children and strengthening the quality of 
the educational program. 


"The board had previously promised 


that if monies should become available 
they would be used for these. These 
items are the most important part of the 
contract. We said that before and now 
we want to live up to it and want to 
make sure the board lives up to it too," 
he said. 


ROBERT SAID he did feel the salary 


agreement was the cornerstone of the 
settlement, and that the other items 
would be easy to settle. 


"The recent increase in state aid and a 


review of other sources of revenue have 
revealed to the board that over $250,000 
Is now availab e for expenditure. Assur- 
ance has been given the teachers that 
the money, now earmarked as- a 'bal- 
ance' will be used entirely in the agreed 
upon areas," he added. 


The balance Robert mentioned was 


$286,787 in the educational fund as ap- 
proved last Monday. 


Robert explained that earlier in the six 


month negotiations, the board had said 
"We're broke," but had promised that if 
money became available it would be 
used in the areas stressed by the teach- 
ers. 


ROBERT SAID, "Naturally teachers 


can't get money when there is no money. 
Under that condition the status quo on 
the teacher ratio was acceptable, there's 
nothing else we could do." 


He continued, "When there is an unac- 


. counted balance, however, it seems the 
board should keep its promise to the 


community about class size." 


The teachers-pupil ratio was reduced 


to 27 to l at the last minute Monday by 
adding $200,000 to the teachers ex- 
penditures for 25 additional teachers. 
This ratio, according to Robert, is "final- 
ly to the point where it's the same as last 
year." 


Robert said that a meeting with the 


administration negotiating team has 
been scheduled for Aug. 3, and that if an 
agreement was reached it would be put 
to vote by the teachers Aug. 31.

with a hammer in her Mount Prospect 
home more than a week ago, Friday was 
listed in fair condition at Holy Family 
Hospital in Des Plaines. 


Mrs. Mavigliano, 39, 917 S. Louis St., 


has been in the intensive care ward in 
critical condition since she entered the 
hospital July 17. 


Last Friday, a spokesman for the hos- 


pital said her condition had improved 
and that she was scheduled to be taken 
from intensive care to a private room. 
She suffered multiple facial lacerations 
and three fractures of the skull after she 


was assaulted in her home by two un- 
known assailants. 


Mount Prospect police are still con- 


ducting a search for the two men who 
were seen leaving the Mavigliano re- 
sidence shortly after 8 a.m.

The businessman can find a new set of 


services on his table at the Mount Pros- 
pect Public Library now, which is put 
out by Northern Illinois' College of Busi- 
ness.

Businessmen will enjoy reading an 


analysis of current Illinois area econom- 
ic resources and business activities by 
counties and standard metropolitan sta- 
tistical areas, and this analysis will be 
included in every issue of the "Northern 
Illinois Business and Economic Guide," 
the last of the three new additions to be 
mentioned. 


The most recent copies of these books 


are available at the library now. Up- 
stairs from the browsing room and its 
businessmen's table, there's plenty of 
summer reading going on in the chil- 
dren's room.

"I don't feel and the men don't feel 


that I have the expertise to negotiate 
with the board," Wolf said, explaining 
that if the CCPA were recognized, its at- 
torneys could represent the ppolicemen. 


"We're no further along than we were 


a week ago in getting our requests from 
the board," Wolf said Sunday afternoon.

of the IRB, asked Mandel to produce the 
hotel registration cards for the 28-suite 
hotel. Mandel said that Mexican laws 
prevented him from taking them out of 
the country but he added that he would 
be able to copy them. 


Asst. Illinois Atty. Gen. Richard Malo- 


ney questioned Mandel about the hotel's 
manager, Moe Morton, who allegedly has 
gangland ties. Transnation bought the 
hotel from Morton, who owned half of the 
stock, and from 10 other shareholders. 


Mandel said that Morton had a good 


reputation in Mexico and added, "On the 
surface, we thought he was a man of 
good repute. 


"Regretfully, we didn't investigate 


him." 


Mandel and Yarbenet, who are both di- 


rectors of CTE, said that of Trans- 
nation's $86 million in holdings, the Aca- 
pulco Towers only accounted for $1 mil- 
lion. 


MANDEL ALSO testified that the hotel 


was operating within the law, had all 
necessary permits and would never be 
made into a gambling casino. 


Yarbenet said that the hotel is cur- 


rently closed and its future plans call for 
c o n v e r s i o n to luxury condominiums 
which could net Transnation about 
$500,000 in profits.

sidiary corporation's owning the hotel 
and into the possibility that gangland fig- 
ures were paying guests there, the hear- 
ing recessed until tomorrow morning 
when Mandel is to produce the hotel's 
registration cards.

"The board had previously promised 


that if monies should become available 
they would be used for these. These 
items are the most important part of the 
contract. We said that before and now 
we want to live up to it and want to 
make sure the board lives up to it too," 
he said. 


ROBERT SAID he did feel the salary 


agreement was the cornerstone of the 
settlement, and that the other items 
would be easy to settle. 


"The recent increase In state aid and a 


review of other sources of revenue have 
revealed to the board that over $250,000 
is now availab e for expenditure. Assur- 
ance has been given the teachers that 
the money, now earmarked as a 'bal- 
ance' will be used entirely in the agreed 
upon areas," he added. 


The balance Robert mentioned was 


$286,787 in the educational fund as ap- 
proved last Monday. 


Robert explained that earlier in the six 


month negotiations, the board had said 
"We're broke," but had promised that if 
money became available it would be 
used in the areas stressed by the teach- 
ers.

Teacher Resignations Fewer

The number of teachers resigning from 


their positions with Dist. 25 has dropped 
25 per cent since last year. 


A generally tight economy, an abun- 


dance of teachers and married women 
working longer contributed to the de- 
crease, according to Donald Monroe, di- 
rector of personnel for Dist. 25. 


Of the district's staff of 475, 76 teach- 


ers have resigned their jobs. Last year, 
more than 100 teachers resigned. 


The economic situation has contributed 


to stabilizing the staff. Homes are not 
selling as easily and teachers are not 
sure they can find another job quickly 
because of the abundance of teachers 
available, Monroe said. 


Also, some of the female teachers are 


keeping then* positions longer because 
their husband's jobs aren't quite so se- 
cure, he said. 


"The Pill" has had its effect, also, and 


married women are teaching longer than 
before, Monroe commented. 


For the 76 positions which have opened 


up, Dist. 25 has received more than 1,500 
inquiries from prospective employes. 


The district which draws almost 100 


per cent of its students from Arlington 
Heights has a generally good reputation 
and the modern concepts used in plan- 
ning Rand Junior High School have re- 
ceived wide-spread publicity, Monroe 
said. 


Monroe pointed out the advantage to 


the director of personnel. "You don't 
have to go out and beat the bushes How- 
ever, there's a lot more people to talk to, 
a lot more paper work and harder to 
make discretions in choosing new staff 
members." 


In hiring decisions, Monroe calls on the 


principals of the school in which the new 
employe would work to help make the 
selections. This year is the first full year 
that the principals have also interviewed 
prospective teachers and participated in

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Police 'Sick-In' Strike In Third Day

A sick-in strike by Wheeling Police 


continued through its third day yester- 
day. Neither village officials nor repre- 
sentatives of the police see much chance 
of negotiating a settlement in the dispute 
before today. 


Wheeling's village board directed Paul 


Hamer. vUlage attorney, to take "what- 
ever steps necessary to see that the peo- 
ple have adequate police protection." 


The action came at a special board 


meeting last night. 


Hamer would not reveal what legal 


steps be planned to take today, indicat- 
ing he had not yet made up his mind. 
Hamer will make a report on the action 
be takes today, if any, to the village 
board tonight at its regular meeting, it 
was announced. 


Of the 31 men on the force, 24 have 


called In sick. Four are either on vaca- 
tion or off duty. Thre, including Chief M. 
0. Horcher, Lt. Robert Llewellyn and 
Sgt. Gene Wolf, head of the service divi- 
sion (and president of the Weheling chap- 
ter of the (CCPA) Cook County Police 
Association) remain at work. 


Two Illinois State Policemen were on 


duty in Wheeling for each eight-hour 
shift last weekend after Horcher ap- 
pealed to the state for aid. 


RADIO COMMUNICATIONS and tele- 


phones were handled by a variety of vil- 
l a g e e m p l o y e s including Horcher, 
Llewellyn, Wolf, and records clerks 
Phyl is Mack and Shirley Mueller. 


As of yesterday afternoon, no serious 


crimes had occurred in the village, po- 
lice said. An attempted burglary at 1199 
Anthony Dr., was apparently foiled when 
the family returned home. Other in- 
cidents included a recovery of a stolen 
car and a traffic accident Saturday after- 
noon at Wolf and Strong streets. 


Wheeling Police began calling in sick 


Friday night even as the village board 
was meeting with representatives of the 
policemen at a special board meeting. 


Nine policemen on the 11 p.m. to 7 


a.m. and the 7 a.m. to 3 p.m. shifts had 
called in sick when the board adjourned 
shortly after 9:30 p.m. By 11 p.m. Fri- 
day, 12 had called in sick. 


WHEELING POLICE had planned the 


strike a week before it occurred, but said 
last Friday it could be averted if the 
board acted that night. 


John Flood, CCPA president, had told 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon last Thurs- 
day that Wheeling police were "ex- 
tremely displeased 
with the Village 


Board of Trustees' attitude toward eco- 
nomic and recognition matter. Village of- 
ficia s should negotiate tlrse matters im- 
mediately to avert an impending severe 
reaction." 


Police are seeking village recognition 


of the CCPA as the group to represent 
them in collective bargaining. All patrol- 
men and sergeants on the police force 
belong to the CCPA. Police also want in- 
creased maximum salaries for patrol- 
men, a revised grievance procedure and 
a longevity salary increase program. 


Wolf, along with Sgt. Ted Bracke and 


Patrolman William Hoos, all officers in 
the Wheeling chapter of the CPA, were 
at the special village board meeting Fri- 
day. 


AT THAT MEETING. Village Trustee 


Peter Egan offered to agree to all police 
requests. However, Egan said the con- 
tract would be signed with the "Wheeling 
Police Department rather than the 
CCPA" Wolf's answer was that one of 
the requests of the policemen is for the 
right to choose their own bargaining 
agent. 


Village board members insisted Friday 


that the village has no legal right to sign 
a contract with the CCPA, based on an 
opinion given to the board by Village 
Atty. Paul Hamer. 


To that, Wolf said other municipalities 


including Des Paines, Evanston and 
Kenilworth have all deemed such agree- 
ments legal. 


The issue was not resolved, and the 


board took no action Friday night. How- 
ever, Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon did 
offer to have the board act on immediate 
matters of salary and grievance proce- 
dure requests and to "take a strong look 
at anything else" including the contract 
and ordinances other municipalities have 
adopted in recognizing the CCPA. 


Wolf told the Herald yesterday that 


recognition for the CCPA had become 
the main objective of the policemen. He 
would not list which of the policemen's 
demands would have to be met before 
the strike would end. 


WOLF EXPLAINED that the police- 


men want "the rights that all other em- 
ployes have, to be allowed to choose 
their own representation." 


Until now, he said the board has 


allowed him only speaking as a member 
of the police department, to represent 
the men. 


"I don't feel and the men don't feel 


that I have the expertise to negotiate 
with the board," Wolf said, explaining 
that if the CCPA were recognized, its at- 
torneys could represent the ppolicemen. 


"We're no further along than we were 


a week ago in getting our requests from 
the board," Wolf said Sunday afternoon.

E. P. STEINBRINCK. assistant elec- 


tion supervisor for the county, said Fri- 
day his office was in the process of send- 


ing notification letters to township offi- 
cials 


Explaining the decision of the State At- 


torney's office, Steinbrinck said, "as long 
as the right of 18 year olds to vote is on 
the federal statutes as law, we felt we 
should go ahead with it." 


There was a delay in the author- 


ization of registering 18 year olds be- 
cause the federal law enacting the lower 


voting age conflicts with the Illinois Con- 
stitution. 


A suffrage article in the state con- 


stitution says that voters must be 21 
years old. 


THE FEDERAL LAW is now being 


challenged in federal court in New York. 
If the law survives the court test 18 year 
olds will be able to vote after Jan. 18. 


Stanley T. Kusper, chairman of the 


Chicago Board of Election Commission- 
ers, said that the registration of 18 year 
olds now, "will afford the greatest oppor- 
tunity to college students Illinois law 
makes no provision for these students to 
register away from home." 


The Chicago commissioners decided to 


accept the 18-year-old voters' registra- 
tion at about the same tune as the coun- 
ty.

High School Dist 211 officials have 


been in some tight spots before, but 
when it comes to the Schaumburg High 
School situation — they are sweating 


Administrators and board members 


are worried that the new building will 
not be ready for occupancy on the first 
day of school this fall 


And they have good reason to worry, 


thanks to an unexpected barrage of trade 
strikes and lockouts 


Considering the thousands of parents 


and students to whom they must answer, 
Dist 211 people are faced with several 
prospects, none of which are encour- 
aging 


Delaying the opening of Schaumburg 


High means rearranging class schedules, 
juggling teachers' lesson plans, altering 
bus routes and more than likely, ova- 
loading Conant High School. 


BVT EVEN IF Schaumburg High does 


open on time, it will do so only through 
added expenditures, since the board last 
week authorized up to 150,000 to pay con- 
struction workers overtime in an effort 
to expedite the project and sneak in un- 
der that late August deadline 


And what Schaumburg High adds up 


to at this point is a this-could-never-hap- 
pen-to-me situation, which did indeed 
happen, 


Just before the Teamsters seemed to 


set off a chain of strikes and lockouts 
among other unions, an architect on the 
Schaumburg High project was quoted as 
saying that "only a major negative mir- 
acle" could interfere with the school 
opening on time 


Things looked good The Dist. 211 


board was optimistic, and talk of 
Schaumburg not opening on schedule 
was virtually nonexistent. 


AND THEN IT HIT. Truckers delayed 


delivery of sorely needed materials. 
Heavy equipment operators postponed 
the laying of sanitary lines, and cement 
finishers threw a wrench into the devel- 
opment of access roads and walkways. 


Nevertheless, neither Supt. Richard 


Kobe or any other Dist. 211 official 
seemed ready to throw in the towel. 


Rather, Dist 211 officials are going 


ahead with "high hopes" of getting some 
1.300 students in Schaumburg on time In 
the background, however, they do have a 
backup plan in case of emergency. 


If, however, Schaumburg does open on 


time, the first student body will find 
themselves in a "barely habitable plant" 
as one board member said, instead of "a 
beautiful and complete facility which 
would have been ready for use on that 
first day had it not been for the aeries of 
strikes." 


AND THIS IS where the Schaumburg 


High situation stands. Maybe it could 
have been avoided if those involved on 
the project had kept a closer eye on po- 
tential labor disputes, especially when 
one considers the tight construction 
schedule Schaumburg was on (roughly 
one year). 


But such criticism is belated at most, 


and now Dist. 211 is stuck holding the 
"hot potato." It is a race with time, and 
only time will tell the outcome.

Dist. 211 Taxes To Hold Steady 


Local taxpayers can expect to pay just 


about the same in taxes to High School 
Dist. 211 next year 


Although the school board approved a 


tentative budget Thursday night which 
exceeds last year's by almost $3 million, 
school officials said they expect the tax 
rate to remain stable 


Approximately the same tax rate is ex- 


pected because the district's assessed 
valuation recently jumped more than $50 
million bringing the total assessed valu- 
ation to more than $300 million. 


This year's tax rate is $2 70 for Dist. 


2ll's budget of about $11 million 


But next year's expenditures are esti- 


mated to rise above $14 million. The in- 
crease is largely due to an increase of 


nearly $2 million hi the education fund. 


Most of the $2 million is needed for 


teacher salaries, according to school offi- 
cials. A 12 per cent, across-the-board in- 
crease in teacher salaries has been fig- 
ured into the new budget. However, sala- 
ry negotiations with the Dist. 211 teach- 
ers association are still in progress. 


It seems likely salary talks will be set- 


tled within the range of the 12 per cent 
raise, "since we simply haven't the mon-

Board Selects Higgins Rd. Site 


Based on population projections, ac- 


cessibility and the proximity of existing 
utilities, the High School Dist. 211 board 
of education selected the Higgins Road 
site in Hoffman Estates for its fifth high 
school. 


The announcement was made after 


several months of debate and upon the 
recommendations of the architectural 
firm contracted to build the 2,500-ca- 
pacity school which is slated for com- 
pletion in 1973. 


Ken Unteed, one of the architects, said 


it would cost the district approximately 
$200,000 to run utilities to the rather iso- 
lated Wise Road site in Schaumburg — 
where the school was originally sched- 
uled to be built. 


ALSO PRESENT TO hear the an- 


nouncement was Robert Janus of the 
Hoffman Estates Jaycees, a group which 
has been instrumental in persuading 
Dist. 211 officials to select their home- 
base for the next school. 


As it was summed up in the architect's 


site evaluation report, the Higgins Road 
site was chosen because "it seems read- 
ily apparent that this site requires a min- 
imum amount of off site work, or utility 
connections to make it immediately 
available for the construction of a school 
facility. Access is also existing from two 
locations allowing immediate access 
without building temporary roads." 


In the same report, the south Schaum- 


burg site was rejected on the basis that 


access roads, water supply, storm sew- 
ers and sanitary sewers were not readily 
available. 


Another reason the Higgins site was se- 


lected was because of the present and in- 
progress development surrounding the 
area. Comparatively, the Wise Road site 
is less developed and is without an im- 
mediate and nearby population whch the 
fifth school could serve. 


One consideration board members still 


have not resolved is the size of the next 


school. The Higgins site is a 42-acre, non- 
expandable parcel. In order to build a 
school that is expandable to 4,000, Dist. 
211 officials said they would prefer a 60 
acre site, as recommended by the Na- 
tional Association of School Boards. 


Members of the Berger, Kelley, Unteed 


and Scaggs architectural firm are cur- 
rently working on preliminary plans that 
will go out to the voters shortly before 
the bond referendum on the next school 
is held in September.

strike a week before it occurred, but said 
last Friday it could be averted if the 
board acted that night. 


John Flood, CCPA president, had told 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon last Thurs- 


day that Wheeling police were "ex- 
tremely displeased with the Village 
Board of Trustees' attitude toward eco- 
nomic and recognition matter.

Police are seeking village recognition 


of the CCPA as the group to represent 
them in collective bargaining. All patrol- 
men and sergeants on the police force 
belong to the CCPA. Police also want in- 
creased maximum salaries for patrol- 
men, a revised grievance procedure and 
a longevity salary increase program. 


Wolf, along with Sgt. Ted Bracke and 


Patrolman William Hoos, all officers in 
the Wheeling chapter of the CPA, were 
at the special village board meeting Fri- 
day 


AT THAT MEETING. Village Trustee 


Peter Egan offered to agree to all police 
requests. However, Egan said the con- 
tract would be signed with the "Wheeling 
Police Department rather than the 
CCPA" Wolf's answer was that one of 
the requests of the policemen is for the 
right to choose their own bargaining 
agent. 


Village board members insisted Friday 


that the village has no legal right to sign 
a contract with the CCPA, based on an 
opinion given to the board by Village 
Atty. Paul Hamer. 


To that, Wolf said other municipalities 


including Des Paines, Evanston and 
Kenilworth have all deemed such agree- 
ments legal. 


The issue was not resolved, and th; 


board took no action Friday night. How- 
ever, Village Pres.

of the IRB, asked Mandel to produce the 
hotel registration cards for the 28-suite 
hotel. Mandel said that Mexican laws 
prevented him from taking them out of 
the country but he added that he would 
be able to copy them. 


Asst. Illinois Atty. Gen. Richard Malo- 


ney questioned Mandel about the hotel's 
manager, Moe Morton, who allegedly has 
gangland ties. Transnation bought the 
hotel from Morton, who owned half of the 
stock, and from 10 other shareholders. 


Mandel said that Morton had a good 


reputation in Mexico and added, "On the 
surface, we thought he was a man of 
good repute. 


"Regretfully, we didn't 
investigate 


him." 


Mandel and Yarbenet, who are both di- 


rectors of CTE, said that of Trans- 
nation's $86 million in holdings, the Aca- 


pulco Towers only accounted for $1 mil- 
lion. 


MANDEL ALSO testified that the hotel 


was operating within the law, had all 
necessary permits and would never be 
made into a gambling casino. 


Yarbenet said that the hotel is cur- 


rently closed and its future plans call for 
c o n v e r s i o n to luxury condominiums 


which could net Transnation 
about 


$500,000 in profits. 


After further inquiry into the sub- 


sidiary corporation's owning the hotel 
and into the possibility that gangland fig- 
ures were paying guests there, the hear- 
ing recessed until tomorrow morning 
when Mandel is to produce the hotel's 
registration cards.

A Plagued School

High School Dist. 211 officials have 


been in some tight spots before, but 
when it comes to the Schaumburg High 
School situation — they are sweating. 


Administrators and board members 


are worried that the new building will 
not be ready for occupancy on the first 
day of school this fall. 


And they have good reason to worry, 


thanks to an unexpected barrage of trade 
strikes and lockouts. 


Considering the thousands of parents 


and students to whom they must answer, 
Dist. 211 people are faced with several 
prospects, none of which are encour- 
aging. 


Delaying the opening of Schaumburg 


High means rearranging class schedules, 
juggling teachers' lesson plans, altering 
bus routes and more than likely, over- 
loading Conant High School. 


BUT EVEN IF Schaumburg High does 


open on time, it will do so only through 
added expenditures, since the board last 
week authorized up to $50,000 to pay con- 
struction workers overtime in an effort 
to expedite the project and sneak in un- 
der that late August deadline. 


And what Schaumburg High adds up 


to at this point is a this-could-never-hap- 
pen-to-me situation, which did indeed 
happen. 


Just before the Teamsters seemed to 


set off a chain of strikes and lockouts 
among other unions, an architect on the 
Scbaumburg High project was quoted at 
saying that "only a major negative mir- 
acle" could interfere with the school 


opening on time. 


Things looked good. The Dist. 211 


board was optimistic, and talk of 
Schaumburg not opening on schedule 
was virtually nonexistent 


AND THEN IT HIT. Truckers delayed 


delivery of sorely needed materials. 
Heavy equipment operators postponed 
the laving of sanitary lines, and cement 
finishers threw a wrench into the devel- 
opment of access roads and walkways. 


Nevertheless, neither Supt. Richard 


Kobe or any other Dist. 211 official 
teemed ready to throw in the towel. 


Rather, Dist. 211 officials are going 


ahead with "high hopes" of getting some 
1,300 students in Schaumburg on time. In 
the background, however, they do have a 
backup plan in case of emergency. 


If, however, Schaumburg does open on 


time, the first student body will find 
themselves in a "barely habitable plant" 
as one board member said, Instead of "a 
beautiful and complete facility which 
would have been ready for use on that 
first day had it not been for the series of 
strikes." 


AND THIS IS where the Schaumburg 


High situation stands. Maybe it could 
have been avoided if those involved on 
the project had kept a closer eye on po- 
tential labor disputes, especially when 
one considers the tight construction 
schedule Schaumburg was on (roughly 
one year). 


But such criticism it belated at moat, 


and now Dist. 211 It stuck holding the 
"hot potato." It is a race with time, and 
only time will tell the outcome.

Hall reported Friday that they have been 
waiting for the word on registration. 


Palatine Township Clerk Margaret 


Chapman said she has not registered any 
18-year-old voters. None, she reported, 
had tried to register. 


A spokesman for the Rolling Meadows 


City Hall said that she also was awaiting 
word on registration. 


E. P. STEINBR1NCK, assistant elec- 


tion supervisor for the county, said Fri- 
day his office was in the process of send- 
ing notification letters to township offi- 
cials. 


Explaining the decision of the State At- 


torney's office, Steinbrinck said, "as long 
as the right of 18 year olds to vote is on 
the federal statutes as law, we felt we 
should go ahead with it." 


There was a delay in the author- 


ization of registering 18 year olds be- 
cause the federal law enacting the lower 
voting age conflicts with the Illinois Con- 
stitution. 


A suffrage article in the state con- 


stitution says that voters must be 21 
years old. 


THE FEDERAL LAW is now being 


challenged in federal court in New York. 
If the law survives the court test 18 year 
olds will be able to vote after Jan. 18. 


Stanley T. Kusper, chairman of the 


Chicago Board of Election Commission- 
ers, said that the registration of 18 year 


olds now, "will afford the greatest oppor- 
tunity to college students. Illinois law 
makes no provision for these students to 
register away from home." 


The Chicago commissioners decided to 


accept the 18-year-old voters' registra- 
tion at about the same time as the coun- 
ty.

Sports Complex 
'Not Complete' 


The construction superintendent of the 


Rolling Meadows Sports Complex said at 
a meeting of the Park District Board of 
Commissioners Thursday night that the 
complex will be "operational but not 
complete" for fall park district pro- 
gramming. 


Although the construction crew is fol- 


lowing a "tight schedule," Jerry Lorenz, 
construction superintendent, said con- 
struction of the complor, should proceed 
on time if the crew holds to the schedule. 


A definite completion date could not be 


set by Lorenz nor Dean Hallerud, direc- 
tor of the Rolling Meadows Park Dis- 
trict. 


A PROBLEM CURRENTLY slowing 


construction of the complex is a matter 
of security. "The ^building is wide open 
right now," Lorenz said and suggested 
that the park district hire a night watch- 
man to protect the area from possible 
vandalism and injury to people wander- 
ing through the area at night. 


Lorenz also recommended that tem- 


porary closures be set up for security 
reasons. 


Bob Borenson, director of the park dis- 


trict swimming pool located at the con- 
struction tite, told the board be has ob- 
served many people, particularly adults, 
who have made a dally routine of walk- 
ing through the construction area as pos- 
sibly a shortcut to some destination. 


After tome discussion of the security 


situation, the board approved a motion 
that Lorenz and Hallerud have authority 
to provide the proper security measures 
necessary at the construction site. 


Construction of the sports complex be- 


gan after a $900,000 park district referen- 
dum was approved in late February, 
1969. However, work on the building was 
slowed down several times due to several 
strikes, including the Teamsters strike. 
Hallerud said the truck strike "slowed us 
down in delivery of steel for the main 
area building." 


The recreation side of the complex 


should be ready for some fall program- 
ming, such as after-school activities and 
craft programs, Hallerud said. A two- 
step completion date for the complex will 
allow the recreation area to be-construct- 
ed before the large arena area. 
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Philip J. Gray, 17, of Libertyville, was 


sentenced to spend the first 30 days of a 
two-year probation in Cook County jail 
Friday.

G r a y appeared in the Arlington

acki heard attempts by Gray's attorney, 
Frank S. Kanelos to have a less severe 
penalty imposed. Kanelos presented fam- 
ily friends who said that Gray -was not 
likely to commit the offense again. 


He argued that Gray was not a drug 


addict and that by sending him to Cook 
County Jail he would be exposed to drug 
addicts. 


CHARLES WHELAN, assistant state's 


attorney, cited two recent deaths in 
Evanston from drug overdoses and said 
"there seems to be a recurrent drug 
problem" in this area that is "increas- 
ing, not decreasing." 


"The state," Whelan said, "feels this 


(matter) must be dealt with harshly." 
The 30-day sentence, he added, was 
lenient. 


What sets the case apart, said Glow- 


acki, is the sale of dangerous drugs and 
that the dealer "contributes to the tra- 
gedies precipitated by this type of sale." 


The judge then sentenced Gray to two 


years of probation with the first 60 days 
to be spent at the State Farm in Van- 
dalia. 


KANELOS THEN ASKED if the sen- 


tence could be reduced to 30 days in the 
Cook County Jail on a "work release" 
program. This would mean Gray would 
have to spend his nights at the jail but 
would be free to work outside during the 
day. 


The judge said no. 
Kanelos then opted for the 30-day Cook 


County sentence. 


As he left the court, Kanelos said that 


some day such a decision would be 
"archaic." 


The judge said maybe, but in the 


meantime "we have to deal with prob- 
lems with the tools we have." 


Gray had pleaded guilty to charges of 


selling LSD March 9 at a drive-in restau- 
rant in Palatine. He also pleaded guilty 
to selling LSD March 11 at The Outpost, 
a now defunct teenage gathering spot at 
724 E. Northwest Hwy. 


GRAY, ALONG WITH Daniel D. Daly, 


17, of 90 W. Baldwin, was arrested' 
March 14 in a parking lot behind The 
Outpost. Daly is slated to appear in court 
Aug. 14. 


Gray also pleaded guilty to charges of 


the possession of marijuana at the time 
of his arrest. 


Daly is charged with narcotics posses- 


sion and the mutilation of the American 
flag. He is accused of possessing LDS 
and marijuana. He was arrested on the 
flag. He is accused of possessing LSD 
vest made out of an American flag, po- 
lice said. 


He appeared in court Friday but his 


case was continued because a prose- 
cution witness could not make the court 
appearance.

THE COMPANY has requested oper- 


ating subsidies from Des Plaines and the 
14 other communities It serves. Schue- 
mann has warned that United Coach 
may have to go out of business if it 
doesn't get help and has estimated that 
the company will need $5,000 a month in 
subsidies for at least the next six 
months. 


Inverness 
Site For 
Builder? 


The Village of Inverness has scheduled 


a public hearing July 2s to hear a 
request from a local developer asking 
the village to disanncx a parcel of land 
at the northwest corner of Palatine and 
Roselle roads. 


The hearing will be held at 8 p m. in 


the Inverness Community Field House on 
Highland Road. 


Lewis F Draper Jr , the developer, is 


seeking the disannexation and is plan- 
ning to build 54 condominium townhouses 
on the 16-acre site. 


DRAPER SAID Friday that a 300-foot 


strip of land parallel to Roselle Road is 
in Inverness and the subject of the hear- 
ing. By disannexing the land, he said, it 
becomes part of the unincorporated area 
of the county. 


This means, he said, it could be an- 


nexed by Palatine and receive Palatine 
water and sewer service. If Palatine did 
not want to annex the land, Draper said, 
the project could be built in the county 
and utilities could be left up to him. 


Palatine Village Mgr. Berton G. Braun 


said the Palatine Village Board has not 
discussed the matter and if Inverness re- 
fuses to disannex the property, Draper 
will not have anything to discuss with the 
board. 


The townhouses, which are planned not 


to exceed two stories, will cost an esti- 
mated $46,000 to 165,000. 


The property is owned by the A. T. 


Mclntosh and Co. It is bounded on the 
north about on a line with the driveway 
into the Inverness Country Club, on the 
east by Marion Jordon School, on the 
south by Palatine Road and on the west 
by Roselle Road.

Board Selects Higgins Rd. Site 


Based on population projections, ac- 


cessibility and the proximity of existing 
utilities, the High School Dist. 211 board 
of education selected the Higgins Road 
site in Hoffman Estates for its fifth high 
school. 


The announcement was made after 


several months of debate and upon the 
recommendations of the architectural 
firm contracted to build the 2,500-ca- 
pacity school which is slated for com- 
pletion in 1973. 


Ken Unteed, one of the architects, said 


it would cost the district approximately 
$200,000 to run utilities to the rather iso- 
lated Wise Road site in Schaumburg — 
where the school was originally sched- 
uled to be built. 


ALSO PRESENT TO hear the an- 


nouncement was Robert Janus of the 
Hoffman Estates Jaycees, a group which 
has been instrumental in persuading 
Dist. 211 officials to select their home- 
base for the next school. 


As it was summed up in the architect's 


site evaluation report, the Higgins Road 
site was chosen because "it seems read- 
ily apparent that this site requires a min- 
imum amount of offsite work, or utility 
connections to make it immediately 
available for the construction of a school 
facility. Access is also existing from two 
locations allowing immediate access 
without building temporary roads." 


In the same report, the south Schaum- 


burg site was rejected on the basis that 


access roads, water supply, storm sew- 
ers and sanitary sewers were not readily 
available. 


Another reason the Higgins site was se- 


lected was because of the present and in- 
progress development surrounding the 
area. Comparatively, the Wise Road site 
is less developed and is without an im- 
mediate and nearby population when the 
fifth school could serve 


One consideration board members still 


have not resolved is the size of the next 


school. The Higgins site is a 42-acre, non- 
expandable parcel. In order to build a 
school that is expandable to 4,000, Dist. 
211 officials said they would prefer a 60 
acre site, as recommended by the Na- 
tional Association of School Boards. 


Members of the Berger, Kelley, Unteed 


and Scaggs architectural firm are cur- 
rently working on preliminary plans that 
will go out to the voters shortly before 
the bond referendum on the next school 
is held in September.

A sick-in strike by Wheeling Police 


continued through its third day yester- 
day. Neither village officials nor repre- 
sentatives of the police see much chance 
of negotiating a settlement in the dispute 
before today. 


Wheeling's village board directed Paul 


Hamer, village attorney, to take "what- 
ever steps necessary to see that the peo- 
ple have adequate police protection." 


The action came at a special board 


meeting last night. 


Hamer would not reveal what legal 


steps he planned to take today, indicat- 
ing he had not yet made up his mind. 
Hamer will make a report on the action 
he takes today, if any, to the village 
board tonight at its regular meeting, it 
was announced. 


Of the 31 men on the force, 24 have 


called in sick. Four are either on vaca- 
tion or off duty. Thre, including Chief M. 
0, Horcher, Lt. Robert Llewellyn and 
Sgt. Gene Wolf, head of the service divi- 
sion (and president of the Weheling chap- 
ter of the (CCPA) Cook County Police 
Association) remain at work. 


Two Illinois State Policemen were on 


duty in Wheeling for each eight-hour 
shift last weekend after Horcher ap- 
pealed to the state for aid. 


RADIO COMMUNICATIONS and tele- 


phones were handled by a variety of vil- 
lage e m p l o y e s including Horcher, 
Llewellyn, Wolf, and records 
clerks

As of yesterday afternoon, no serious 


crimes had occurred in the village, po- 
lice said.

Wheeling Police began calling in sick 


Friday night even as the village board 
was meeting with representatives of the 
policemen at a special board meeting.

called in sick when the board adjourned 
shortly after 9:30 p.m. By 11 p.m. Fri- 
day, 12 had called in sick. 


WHEELING POLICE had planned the 


strike a week before it occurred, but said 
last Friday it could be averted if the 
board acted that night. 


John Flood, CCPA president, bad told 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon last Thurs- 


day that Wheeling police were "ex- 
tremely displeased with the Village 
Board of Trustees' attitude toward eco- 
nomic and recognition matter. Village of- 
ficia s should negotiate th se matters im- 
mediately to avert an impending severe 
reaction." 


Police are seeking village recognition 


of the CCPA as the group to represent 
them in collective bargaining. All patrol- 
men and sergeants on the police force 
belong to the CCPA Police also want in- 
creased maximum salaries for patrol- 
men, a revised grievance procedure and 
a longevity salary increase program. 


Wolf, along with Sgt. Ted Bracke and

Washington, D. C. "It's pretty shocking," 
said Diana, "to have men killed while 
they're on a community relations pro- 
gram. Those men were trying to improve 
community relations when they were 
shot It's totally senseless." 


Miss Dilger said the killings were "not 


justified in any way. Those men were 
protecting other people when they were 
shot. It's just awful." 


"I think that kind of thing could hap- 


pen right here in Des Plaines," remark- 
ed Mrs. Leon Williams, who lives at 7420 
Sprucewood. "There's so much going on 
right here in Des Plaines, like kids tak- 
ing dope and robberies — why couldn't 
shootings like this happen right in this 
city?" 
Mrs. Raymond Gutkowski, of 2374 Bal- 


lard Rd., agrees with Mrs. Williams. "I 
don't see why that coldn't happen here," 
she said. "If shooting happen in one 


neighborhood they could happen in an- 
other." 


MRS. GUTKOWSKI SAID, "I think the 


killings were awful. But what can you 
do? These guys go out and do something 
for their city and look what happens. I'd 
never let my husband take that patrol if 
he were a policeman." 


"I was really shocked at what hap- 


pened in Chicago," said Mrs. Richard 
Takehara, 1882 Riverview Ave. "You just 


don't expect something like this to hap- 
pen in a civilized country." 


She added that "nothing surprises me 


now what with our country in such a tur- 
moil. I hope something like this wouldn't 
happen in Des Plaines but one can't tell 
what would happen anymore." 


Another Des Plaines resident made her 


feelings about the two men known when 
asked about the situation — she hung up 
her phone.

Northwest Suburban Day Care Center, 
and the new center is now scheduled to 
to open in mid-September, the Des 
Plaines Herald/Day learned Friday. 


The new director is Dianne Lawrence. 


She will be formally introduced tomor- 
row to the center board. 


She is the former director of the Ad- 


vent Christian Day Care Center in La 
Grange. She has been a nursury school 
teacher, and she received her bachelors 
degree from the University of South 
Florida. 


The new center, which has been two 


years in the making, will open in mid- 
September in the nursery rooms of 


the First Presbyterian Church of Des 
Plaines, Maple and Howard Sts. 


Twenty children will be accepted for 


care initially, because of licensing rules. 


Board president Mrs. Robert Dieo- 


nardo told the Herald/Day that the cen- 
ter is needed because of the large num- 
ber of women in the area who must work 
but who cannot afford regular day care. 


At present, regular day care costs $25 


a week, which is too much for such fami- 
lies as the 1,100 families now below the 
poverty level, she said 


Des Plaines also has 16 families on Aid 


to Dependent Children. There also are 
families where physical and mental ill- 


ness has prevented one of the parents to 
work 


YOUNG DIVORCESS and widows also 


need the day care facilities so that they 
may work. Mrs. DiLeonardi said. 


The day care center began with a 


speech two years ago attended by Mrs. 
Di Leonard*. A speaker from the Ameri- 
can Association of University Women 
told of the poverty problems in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Mrs. Di Leonard! contacted area aid 


agencies such as the Maine Township, 
the Salvation Army, and the Des Plaines 
Nurse and Welfare Association. 


They found that there was a need for 


day care, and began to involve local or- 


ganizations and to collect money. 


Funds came from the Jaycees, Lions, 


the Junior Women's Club, and other 
groups. The committee recently received 
$9,020 from the student Hike for the Hun- 
gry, which was attended by many Des 
Plaines students. 


Yearly costs for the center are esti- 


mated at $25,000 by Mrs. Di Leonard!. 
Approximately $12,000 to $15,000 will 
come from fees. 


Anyone interested in using the day 


care service should contact Mrs. DiLeo- 
nardi, at 824-0778. Fees are on a sliding 
scale depending on the ability to pay. 
Costs per week will be from $2.50 to $17.

Still Incomplete

that they had by the administration nego- 
tiating team. 


The announcement of a pact including 


a $7,600 starting salary at 4 per cent 
progression to a top salary of $15,995, 
was made at last Monday's board of edu- 
cation meeting. It was said then by Al 
W a 11 m a n, administration negotiating 
team chairman, that the details of the 
comprehensive services payment pro- 
gram would be ready by last Friday. 


"We still have 10 or 12 hours of in- 


depth discussion to finish," Robert said. 


HE ADDED, "The Teachers' Council 


has agreed to a salary schedule contin- 
gent upon satisfactory settlement in 
three areas; the lowering of last years' 
class sizes, a full range extra duty pro- 
gram and the development of a career 
program to hold our experienced teach- 
ers." 


Robert, who is attending school at the 


University of niimois, Champaign-Ur- 
bana, for the summer session, returns to 
the area each Saturday and Monday for 
negotiations. 


He said, "I don't foresee any problems 


in settling, I just don't want to mislead 
anyone into thinking negotiations are 
over." 


Areas not settled according to Robert 


include lowering of last years' teach- 
er-pupil ratio, extending services for 
children and strengthening the quality of 
the educational program. 


"The board had previously promised 


that if monies should become available 
they would be used for these. These 


items are the most important part of the 
contract. We said that before and now 
we want to live up to it and want to 
make sure the board lives up to it too," 
he said. 


ROBERT SAID he did feel the salary 


agreement was the cornerstone of the 
settlement, and that the other items 
would be easy to settle. 


"The recent increase In state aid and a 


review of other sources of revenue have 
revealed to the board that over $250,000 
is now availab e for expenditure. Assur- 
ance has been given the teachers that 
the money, now earmarked as a 'bal- 
ance' will be used entirely in the agreed 
upon areas," he added. 


The balance Robert mentioned was 


$286,787 in the educational fund as ap- 
proved last Monday. 


Robert explained that earlier in the six 


month negotiations, the board had said 
"We're broke," but had promised that if 
money became available it would be 
used in the areas stressed by the teach- 
ers. 


ROBERT SATO, "Naturally teachers 


can't get money when there is no money. 
Under that condition the status quo on 
the teacher ratio was acceptable, there's 
nothing else we could do." 


He continued, "When there is an unac- 


counted balance, however, it seems the 
board should keep its promise to the 
community about class size." 


The tejichers-pupil ratio was reduced 


to 27 to 1 at the last minute Monday by 
adding $200,000 to the teachers ex- 
penditures for 25 additional 
teachers. 


This ratio, according to Robert, is "final- 
ly to the point where it's the same as last 
year."

Police 'Sick-In' Strike In Third Day

A sick-in strike by Wheeling Police 


continued through its third day yester- 
day. Neither village officials nor repre- 
sentatives of the police see much chance 
of negotiating a settlement in the dispute 
before today. 


Wheeling's village board directed Paul 


Hamer. village attorney, to take "what- 
ever steps necessary to see that the peo- 
ple have adequate police protection." 


The action came at a special board 


meeting last night. 


Hamer would not reveal what legal 


steps he planned to take today, indicat- 
ing he had not yet made up his mind. 


Hamer will make a report on the action 
he takes today, if any, to the village 
board tonight at its regular meeting, it 
was announced. 


Of the 31 men on the force, 24 have 


called in sick. Four are either on vaca- 
tion or off duty. Thre, including Chief M. 
O. Horcher, Lt. Robert Llewellyn and 
Sgt. Gene Wolf, head of the service divi- 
sion (and president of the Weheling chap- 
ter of the (CCPA) Cook County Police 
Association) remain at work. 


Two Illinois State Policemen were on 


duty in Wheeling for each eight-hour 
shift last weekend after Horcher ap- 
pealed to the state for aid. 


RADIO COMMUNICATIONS and tele- 


phones were handled by a variety of vil- 
l a g e e m p l o y e s including Horcher, 
Llewellyn, Wolf, and records clerks 
Phyl is Mack and Shirley Mueller. 


As of yesterday afternoon, no serious 


crimes had occurred in the village, po- 
lice said. An attempted burglary at 1199 
Anthony Dr., was apparently foiled when 
the family returned home. Other in- 
cidents included a recovery of a stolen 
car and a traffic accident Saturday after- 
noon at Wolf and Strong streets. 


Wheeling Police began calling hi sick 


Friday night even as the village board 
was meeting with representatives of the 


policemen at a special board meeting. 


Nine policemen on the 11 p.m. to 7 


a.m. and the 7 a.m. to 3 p.m. shifts had 
called in sick when the board adjourned 
shortly after 9:30 p.m. By 11 p.m. Fri- 
day, 12 had called in sick. 


WHEELING POLICE had planned the 


strike a week before it occurred, but said 
last Friday it could be averted if the 
board acted that night. 


John Flood, CCPA president, had told 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon last Thurs- 
day that Wheeling police were "ex- 
tremely displeased 
with the Village 


Board of Trustees' attitude toward eco- 
nomic and recognition matter. Village of-

ficia s should negotiate th~se matters im- 
mediately to avert an impending severe 
reaction." 


Police are seeking village recognition 


of the CCPA as the group to represent 
them in collective bargaining. All patrol- 
men and sergeants on the police force 
belong to the CCPA. Police also want in- 
creased maximum salaries for patrol- 
men, a revised grievance procedure and 
a longevity salary increase program. 


Wolf, along with Sgt. Ted Bracke and 


Patrolman William Hoos, all officers in 
the Wheeling chapter of the CPA, were 
at the special village board meeting Fri- 
day. 


AT THAT MEETING. Village Trustee 


Peter Egan offered to agree to all police 
requests. However, Egan said the con- 


tract would be signed with the "Wheeling 
Police Department 
rather than the 


CCPA" Wolf's answer was that one of 
the requests of the policemen is for the 
right to choose their own bargaining 
agent. 


Village board members insisted Friday 


that the village has no legal right to sign 
a contract with the CCPA, based on an 
opinion given to the board by Village 
Atty.

How Well They Sew 


From simple tie-string aprons to three- 


piece tailored suits . . . from straight 
hemming to French seaming. 


The pages of a live picture sewing 


book were leafed through gingerly at 
Miner Junior High School in Arlington 
Heights recently as 4-H girls with an in- 
terest in sewing participated in the an- 
nual North Cook County Dress Revue, 
and Knitting Show. 


The needle-pushing 4-H members, 


about 300 in all, were there to model sew- 
ing projects which they had made within 
the put year, and complete with others 
in their own divisions. First prize in each 
meant the chance to enter garments in 
state competition Aug 13 and 14. 


VARIOUS CATEGORIES of 4-H sew- 


ing, one method or route girls have in 
being recognized for their work in be- 
coming 4-H achievement members, are 
divided by experience and ideas. The 
sewing enthusiasts are given a free rein, 
allowing their interest and abilities alone 
to dictate what they will make and enter 
into competition 


Many of the individual 4-H Clubs, with 


names such as the Des Plaines TNT or 
the Schaumburg Aggies, include sewing 
classes within their regular meetings. 
Other clubs simply direct the -girls as 
they learn more or less on their own. 


The 9-year-olds, youngest 4-H mem- 


bers, begin by learning how to use the 
sewing machine and practice with rows 
of straight stitching. When straight 
stitching is mastered, basic collarfess 
shifts are tackled, and prelude for gradu- 
ation into more advanced work. 


IN LOCAL COMPETITION recently, 


the girls were able to enter seven differ- 
ent categories of sewing, plus an extra 
one for knitters. 


Some of these divisions included "Best 


Learning to Sew," for both first-year stu- 
dents and second; "Best Garment for 
Play," "Best Garment for School," and 
"Beat Tailored Garment," usually en- 
tered by teenagers and more advanced 
sewers. Girls are able to participate in 
4-H projects through age 18.

Each individual garment was first 


judged strictly as to its construction be- 
fore even being modeled by its owner.

judges, who were experienced seamst- 
resses and instructors, the dresses and 
outfits were modeled by the individual 
girls and judged according to fit and gen- 
eral appearance.

London's a great place to be if you're 


a puddle, and Pheasant Run is a good 


site if one is in the market for a living 
room farce.

It's a comfortable rote for Gary of 


"Land of the Giants" fame, who is nat- 
urally molded to the rote of Chuck 
Clark, an American playboy script 
writer with fingers scorched by one un- 
successful marriage. 


WHO REALLY CARED if Gary 


could act? But he scored admirably in 
that category too, particularly in the 
end of the second act when loading up 
on a combination of pep pills followed 
by Scotch, be passes for a time from 
the true world. 


The scene opens as Chuck Clark is 


just ending an affair with • BBC 
weather girl. Scanning his dishevelled

It's so bad a Chicago TV station took 


an advertisement in this paper last 
Wednesday In the ad was a picture of a 
lovely cascade of water m Starved Rock 
State Park. 


The picture was upside down, and the 


caption read, "The sere wed-up picture of 
places to play in Illinois." 


THE AD ANNOUNCED a five-part 


documentary series which will appear 
tonight through Friday on Channel 2, 
during the 5 and 10 p.m. news broad- 
casts 


It should be well worth watching. 
I called Robert Osborn, environmental 


editor for WBBM-TV, the man respon- 
sible for the series, to find out more 
about it 


Osborn. who's been collecting data on 


Illinois parks for several months, de- 
voted seven solid weeks to preparing the 
series — three weeks in research, two 


with a three-man camera crew traveling 
throughout the state, and two weeks in 
editing. 


The filming necessarily documented Il- 


linois' past failures to develop even a 
concept of recreation. And so Osborn and 
his cameramen visited state parks that 
have never been fully developed. Others 
that serve limited local functions and 


therefore should not be in the state sys- 
tem. 


Others that are mislocated. Others that 


are used for the wrong purpose. 


HIS CAMERAS WENT to areas where 


there should be state parks. Aerial sur- 
veys were taken in the Chicago area of 
possible park locations. 


One of the.most telling criticisms of 


Illinois parks, other than the lack of 
them, is their location: although most of 
the state's residents live in the Chicago 
area, only a couple of parks are hi the 
immediate area. 


Osborn visited Peoria, where a local 


group has taken positive action about 
recreation. They took a canoe adventure 
down the dells of the lower Fox River. 
On the Fourth of July, they were at Star- 
ved Rock, a spot that should be devoted 
to scenic enjoyment but, because of mul- 
tiple use, it was jammed with Indepen- 
dence Day visitors. 


Not all of Osborn's report is critical. 


He visited sites of new state park acqui- 
sitions. He was impressed by the profes- 
sionalism of some of the men now in the 
c o n s e r v a t i o n department (profes- 
sionalism has never been given much 
weight in the past) and feels somewhat 
encouraged by the state's wakening in- 
terest. 


That interest, I think, has come under 


pressure from citizens and the media. 
WBBM, for example, may be the only 
TV station in the nation whose environ- 
mental editor spends his full time at that 
occupation. 


A NATIVE OF downstate Illinois, Os- 


born appreciates the state's potential 
through exposure and experience. 


"Whenever I can get away from the 


office I'm off somewhere hunting or fish- 
ing or playing outdoors," he told me. 


So he gravitated naturally toward envi- 


ronmental subjects after joining Channel 
2. He was appointed formally to the posi- 
tion four months ago.

They want to 
get pictures, write their stories and 
make the two fit together Into a concise 
package. 


But here is a news item, reported to 


have taken place in Des Plaines, and 
we didn't know about it. There had to 
be some explanation. I found that out 
later. 


Since devoting most of my energies 


to the burial of Sgt. James Severin in 
the All Saints Cemetery Tuesday, and 
after devoting a full front page to noth- 
ing but that story, I was following the 
Chicago papers to see what new develop- 
ments were coming out of the murder 
case. 


SO IT CAME as quite a shock Wednes- 


day night to bear that the second slain 
policeman bad been buried in Des 
Plaines.

The first thing I did was to get in my 


car, go down to the nearest newspaper 
stand and pick up all four Chicago 
dallies. And I was shocked. And con- 
fused. And frustrated. 


Chicago Today was the paper I read 


first. One of the paragraphs stated that 
Rizatto bad been buried in Des Plaines. 


I called Drake and Sons Funeral 


Home in Chicago where the wake was 
held. They told me they didn't think All 
Saints was on the list of the funeral pro- 
cession. They said to call them back in 
the morning and they would check their 
list. 


That was too late. I called the Des 


Plaines police department. There was 
no one who knew about the funeral 
Wednesday, but they knew about the 
funeral from Tuesday. Still no good. 


I picked up the Sun-Tunes. No mention 


of Des Plaines or a burial was made. 
There was a solid feature-fan type story 
on the wake but nothing else. 


I looked at the Tribune. They didn't 


have a long story, just a minor sum- 
mary of the day's events of the funeral 
processional. Still no mention of a burial 
or Des Plaines. 


I called ABC. They stuck to their 


facts. 


I called the Chicago police department, 


18th District, the same station where 
Rizatto and Severin worked out of. They 
said the interment was at St. Joseph's 
Cemetery in River Grove. 


Huh?

Back to the Daily News. Yes, there 


was a funeral. No, it wasn't in Des 
Plaines. Yes, it was in River Grove. No, 
my eyes weren't deceiving me. 


How embarrasing. All the dumb phone 


calls trying to track down an elusive 
story that was invisible.

it. You can't really believe what you 
hear or read just because you beard it 
or read It

Church Sex-Battle Erupts

A battle over sex has erupted within 


the General Assembly of the 3.1 million- 
member United Presbyterian Church. 


Cause of the furor is a 38-page study of 


human sexuality, probably the most lib- 
eral and realistic ever issued by a major 
denomination 


The study is the result of three years 


work by a distinguished committee of 
theologians, pastors, physicians and soci- 
ologists, commissioned by the nation's 
sixth largest denomination. 


Among other things the study; 
—Favors sex education and con- 


traceptive availability to the unmarried 
("The present opposition to making 
available contraceptives to unmarried 
persons has no demonstrable deterrent 
effect on non-marital intercourse"). 


—Affirms that neither masturbation 


nor homosexuality is sinful per se 
(" . . . St. Paul's condemnations of ho- 
mosexualism appear to suggest that he 
objected to the element of disregard for 
neighbor more than he did to acts in 
themselves. Thus prostitution does not 
call into question responsible hetero- 
sexuality.") 


—Favors artificial insemination, con- 


traception and sterilization — although 
cautioning reap-ct for individual rights 
in cases of eugenic sterilization; and in 
the case of controlling the population ex-

plosion preferring "mass contraceptive 
techniques which are reversible and 
which regulate rather than destroy the 
power to reproduce"). 


—Favors "abortion taken out of the 


realm of law altogether and made a mat- 
ter of careful ethical decision of a wom- 
an, her physician and her pastor, or oth- 
er counselor.") 


What seems to have provoked con- 


servative Presbyterian rage particularly, 
however, is the study's observations re- 
garding pre-marital and extra-marital in- 
tercourse. 


"Everything goes," shrilled the arch 


conservative 
Presbyterian 
Layman's 


Committee, "pure Playboy philosophy!" 
Christianity Today magazine warned of 
"committing spiritual suicide" while Pa- 


rade magazine suggested "moral catast- 
rophe." 


"If Salome had put a copy of this study 


beside Herod's bed," cried Florida dele- 
gate Earl Downey, "John the Baptist 
would never have lost his head!" 


The study commission, headed by the 


Rev. J. C. Wynn of Rochester Center for 
Theological Studies, observed that in the 
l i g h t of the development of con- 
traceptives: "virginity as the main pro- 
tec t i o n against out-of-wedlock preg- 
nancies is in decline." 


"FEWER AND FEWER young people 


are willing to think of a non-virgin as a 
'fallen person'," or are "simphstically 
maintaining the standards of technical 
virginity . . . there is little medical or 
psychological evidence that pre-marital 
coital experience between persons who 
subsequently marry is necessarily dam- 
aging." 


Regarding extra-marital 
intercourse, 


the study observes: "We recognize that 
there may be exceptional circumstances 
(such as permanent physical or mental 
incapacity of one'partner) where extra- 
marital sexual activity may not be con- 
trary to the interests of a faithful con- 
cern for the well-being of the marriage 
partner ... But an exception is an ex- 
ception and not a new rule . . . Sexual 
fidelity is important because it both sym- 
bolizes and supports the total fidelity of 
the marriage relationship..." 


The study commission also noted: "We 


can find no systematic ethical guidance 
from a method of Biblical interpretation 
which relies solely on the laws and stor- 
ies of the Bible. We would find it intol- 
erable, for instance, to base our treat- 
ment of fornification on the death penal- 
ties imposed in Deuteronomy 22, or to 
exclude eunuchs and bastards from the 
assembly of the Lord, as prescribed in 
Deuteronomy 23 " 


After a torrid, two-hour debate, the 


Presbyterian General Assembly voted 
485-289 to receive this study and to pub- 
lish and distribute it to all of the denomi- 
nation's local churches. 


IMMEDIATELY following the con- 


clusion of this long debate, scores of 
delegates left the convention floor — and 
at this point Robert Close, M. D., of Ya- 
kima, Washington, introduced an amend- 
ment to the study affirming that: 


"Adultery, 
prostitution, 
fornication 


and/or the practice of homosexuality is 
sin." 


This amendment passed by only nine 


votes, with 347 delegates voting against 
it. But it did pass, and in doing so left 
the church in the peculiar position of dis- 
t-ibuting a tract that is soft on what, by 
its own definition, is "sin."

Race Track Plan Unveiling Aug. 15 


Plans for the future use of the'Arling- 


ton Park Race Track property will be 
announced before August IS, the Herald 
learned exclusively from George Yarbe- 
net, treasurer of Transnation Devel- 
opment Corporation. Transnation's par- 
ent company is Gulf and Western In- 
dustries. 


Yarbenet said that some preliminary 


plans have been drawn and should be an- 
nounced before Aug. 15. 


Yarbenet and Newton Mandel, vice 


president and counsel for Transnation, 
appeared before the Illinois Racing 
Board (IRB) Friday morning In a contin- 
uation of hearings investigating the rac- 


ing licenses issued to Chicago Thorough- 
bred Enterprises (CTE), a wholly owned 
subsidiary of Transnation. CTE owns and 
operates Arlington and Washington Park 
race tracks. 


Friday mornings's questioning cen- 


tered around Transnation's purchase of 
the Acapuko Towers, a luxury hotel in 
Mexico. 


ALEXANDER MacArthur, chairman 


of the IRB, asked Mandel to produce the 
hotel registration cards for the 28-suite 
hotel. Mandel said that Mexican laws 
prevented him from taking them out of 
the country but he added that he would 
be able to copy them. 


Asst. Illinois Atty. Gen. Richard Malo- 


ney questioned Mandel about the hotel's 
manager, Moe Morton, who allegedly has 
gangland ties. Transnation bought the 
hotel from Morton, who owned half of the 
stock, and from 10 other shareholders. 


Mandel said that Morton had a good 


reputation in Mexico and added, "On the 
surface, we thought he was a man of 
good repute. 


"Regretfully, 
we didn't investigate 


him." 


Mandel and Yarbenet, who are both di- 


rectors of CTE, said that of Trans- 
nation's $86 million in holdings, the Aca- 
pulco Towers only accounted for $1 mil- 
lion. 


MANDEL ALSO testified that the hotel 


was operating within the law, had all 
necessary permits and would never be 
made into a gambling casino. 


Yarbenet said that the hotel is cur- 


rently closed and its future plans call for 
c o n v e r s i o n to luxury condominiums 
which could net Transnation 
about 


$500,000 in profits. 


After further inquiry into the sub- 


sidiary corporation's owning the hotel 
and into the possibility that gangland fig- 
ures were paying guests there, the hear- 
ing recessed until tomorrow morning 
when Mandel is to produce the hotel's 
registration cards. 
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A Letter For An Unborn Child

WASHINGTON (UPI) - David is 27. 


Cyndy is 22. As is often the case in to- 
day's young marriages, both David and 
Cyndy work. But Cyndy will be retiring 
from business in • few months to take up 
another career. Her baby is due in 
January. 


Because David and Cyndy are thought- 


ful and sensitive people, and David is a 
writer, it was natural for them to try to 
articulate the feelings they experienced 
when the doctor told Cyndy the big news. 


So David composed "a letter to my un- 


born child." He did not think of it as 
something to be published, but simply as 
a private communication which might or 


might not be shown some day to the ad- 


Here is David's letter to his future son 


or daughter: 


"Now, you are hardly discernible as a 


form of life as we on the outside know it. 
The doctor says you have formed some 
kind of a shape about two inches long. 
I'm six-foot-one now. 


"According to the doctor you should 


struggle from the womb next year during 
January. Your mother and I have re- 
served a place for you... 


"I have spent and shall spend many 


more moments planning for you, at least 
until you are able to plan for yourself . . 
. Your mother and I are looking forward 
to seeing you with a love that we have 


never had the opportunity to feel before. 


"But every once in a while, when I 


look out the window or walk down the 
street, I sense an apology in the recesses 
of my mind when I think of you. 


"WHEN I STAND at a bus stop in a 


cloud of exhaust that lingers around me 
so I smell the city when I go home or try 
to shield my eyes against the flying de- 
bris that litters the streets I wonder how 
your eyes and hugs will react to it. 


When I think of showing you this land 


of ours I think of trash-lined highways, 
littered beaches and no-fishing signs 
warning of polluted waters. 


"When I think of your mother taking 


you for a stroll in the fresh air I wonder 
how far she will have to go to find that 


fresh air. How long will you be able to 
sleep with the jets over head and the 
trucks below? 


"And if you should survive the earth, 


sea and sky, will you survive your fellow 
man? I must apologize for what the past 
generation has left and what some of the 
present generation is creating. 


"It is a selfish love that welcomes a 


new born child into the world. We hope 
you don't suffer because of it." 
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
